A RESOLUTION TO APPROVE 

* Up to $13,500,000 of Limited Tax General Obligation 
Bonds to finance lawful capital improvement needs of the

* Sale of Bonds in one or more series; 

* Pledge of City’s full faith and credit for the payment of 
the Bonds;

WHEREAS, the City, a municipal corporation ofthe State, has been duly 
created under the provisions of Act 279, pursuant to which the City has 
the comprehensive home rule power conferred upon it by Act 279 and 
the Constitution, subject only to the limitations on the exercise of that 
power contained in the Constitution, by statute of the State or by 
provisions of the Charter; and 


WHEREAS, the City determines it to be necessary for the public health, 
safety and welfare of the City and its residents to acquire, construct and 
install within the City certain capital improvements, including parking and 
other infrastructure (collectively, the “Capital Improvements"), and 


WHEREAS, under the provisions of Section 517 of Act 34 a City may 
issue municipal securities to pay the cost of any capital improvement 
items within the limitations provided by law; and 


WHEREAS, staff of the City recommend that issuance by the City of its 
Capital Improvement Bonds (Limited Tax General Obligation) under 
Section 517 of Act 34 in an amount not to exceed Thirteen Million Five 
Hundred Thousand Dollars ($13,500,000) (the "Bonds") for the purpose 
of financing costs of acquisition and construction of the Capital 
Improvements is the most practical means to that end; and 


WHEREAS, it is proposed that the Bonds be general obligation bonds 
secured by a pledge of the City’s full faith and credit, subject to 
constitutional, statutory and charter limitations; and 


WHEREAS, not less than 45 days prior to the issuance of the Bonds, a 
Notice of intent to issue bonds must be published in accordance with 
Section 517 of Act 34, a form of which is attached as Exhibit B (“Notice 
of Intent"), which will provide that the proposed Bonds may be issued 
without a vote of the electors of the City unless the requisite petitions for 
an election on the question of the issuance of the Bonds are filed with 
the Clerk of the City ("City Clerk”) within a period of 45 days from the 
date of publication; and 


WHEREAS, Act 34 permits the City to authorize, within limitations which 
shall be contained in the authorizing resolution of the governing body, 
an Authorized Officer to sell and deliver and receive payment for 
obligations, approve interest rates or methods for fixing interest rates, 
prices, discounts, maturities, principal amounts, denominations, dates of 
issuance, interest payment dates, redemption rights, the place of 
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delivery and payment, and other matters and procedures necessary to 
complete the transactions authorized; and 


WHEREAS, the Council wishes to authorize an Authorized Officer to sell 
and deliver and receive payment for the Bonds without the necessity of 
the City Council taking further action prior to sale and delivery of the 
Bonds 


WHEREAS, the Bonds will be issued pursuant to such terms and bear 
interest at such rates as finally determined at the time of sale of such 
Bonds in one or more Sale Orders in accordance with the parameters of 
this Resolution and the terms of a Bond Purchase Agreement; and

WHEREAS, if the Bonds are sold pursuant to a negotiated or 
public/competitive sale, it will be required, as a condition precedent to 
the purchase of the Bonds, that the City agree to provide continuing 
disclosure as required by Section (b)(5) of Rule 15c2-12 promulgated by 
the Securities and Exchange Commission under the Securities and

WHEREAS, the Bonds may be issued as tax-exempt bonds pursuant to

ARTICLE II 
DETERMINATIONS 


Section 201. Authorization of Bonds: Finding and Declaration 
of Need to Borrow. The Council hereby finds and declares that it is 


necessary for the City to borrow hereunder such sum as shall be 
determined by an Authorized Officer not in excess of the Bonds 
Maximum Principal Amount and to evidence such borrowing by the 
issuance of the Bonds not in excess, in aggregate principal amount, of 
such Bonds Maximum Principal Amount, pursuant to the Charter and in 
accordance with the provisions hereof, for the purpose of paying all or 
part of the costs of acquiring and constructing the Capital Improvements, 
including the costs incidental to the issuance, sale and delivery of the 
Bonds, all as finally confirmed by an Authorized Officer in the Sale 
Order. 


The Bonds shall consist of bonds in fully-registered form in 
denominations of $5,000, or integral multiples thereof, not exceeding for 
each maturity the maximum principal amount of that maturity, numbered 
as determined by the Transfer Agent (as hereinafter defined). The 
Bonds shall bear interest at the rates determined upon sale of the Bonds 
but in any event the net interest cost of any Tax-Exempt Bonds (as 
defined below) shall not exceed 600% per annum and the net interest 
cost of any Taxable Bonds (as defined below) shall not exceed 9.00% 
per annum. The Bonds shall bear interest, mature as serial or term 
bonds, and be payable at the times and in the manner as may be 
determined by the Authorized Officer in a Sale Order at the time of sale 
of the Bonds. The Bonds shall be dated as of the date of delivery thereof 
or as may be otherwise determined by the Authorized Officer at the time 
of sale of the Bonds. The Bonds may be subject to redemption prior to 
maturity at the times and prices and in the manner as may be 
determined by the Authorized Officer at the time of sale of the Bonds. 
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The Bonds may be issued in book-entry only form through The 
Depository Trust Company in New York, New York (‘DTC’) and the 
Authorized Officer is authorized to execute such custodial or other 
agreement with DTC as may be necessary to accomplish the issuance 
of the Bonds in book-entry only form, and to make such changes in the 
form of the Bonds within the parameters of this resolution as may be 
required to accomplish the foregoing 


Interest on the Bonds shall be payable to the registered owner 
of record as of the fifteenth (15") day of the month prior to the payment 
date for each interest payment. The record date of determination of 
registered owners for purposes of payment of interest as provided in this 
paragraph may be changed by the City to conform to market practice in 
the future. Interest shall be payable by check or draft drawn on the 
Transfer Agent mailed to the registered owner at the registered address, 
as shown on the registration books of the City maintained by the 
Transfer Agent. The principal of the Bonds shall be payable upon 
presentation and surrender of such Bonds to the Transfer Agent 
Notwithstanding the foregoing, if the Bonds are held in book-entry form 
by DTC, payment shall be made in the manner prescribed by DTC 


The Authorized Officer is hereby authorized to appoint a bank 
or trust company to act as bond registrar, paying agent and transfer 
agent (the “Transfer Agent’) for the Bonds. The Authorized Officer is 
hereby authorized to execute one or more agreements with the Transfer 
Agent on behalf of the City. The City reserves the right to replace the 
Transfer Agent at any time, provided written notice of such replacement 
is given to the registered owners of record of the Bonds not less than 
sixty (60) days prior to an interest payment date 


ARTICLE II 
AUTHORIZATION; PLEDGE; SECURITY; DESIGNATIONS; 
REDEMPTION OF THE BONDS 


Section 301. Limited Tax Pledge; Security. The City hereby 
irrevocably pledges its limited tax full faith and credit for the prompt 


payment of the Bonds. The Bonds will be a first budget obligation of the 
City, payable from the general funds of the City including the collection 
of ad valorem taxes on all taxable property in the City subject to 
applicable constitutional, statutory and charter tax rate limitations. The 
City shall levy annually ad valorem taxes on all the taxable property in 
the City which, taking into consideration estimated delinquencies in tax 
collections, shall be fully sufficient to pay the principal and interest on 
the Bonds; provided, however, that if at the time of making any such tax 
levy there shall be other legally available funds for the payment of 
principal of and interest on the Bonds, then credit therefor may be taken 
against the levy for payment of the Bonds. The rights or remedies of 
Bondholders may be affected by bankruptcy, insolvency, fraudulent 
conveyance or other laws affecting creditors’ rights generally now 
existing or hereafter enacted and by the application of general principles 
of equity including those relating to equitable subordination. 


(b) Each Authorized Officer is hereby authorized to negotiate 
and execute any indenture or indentures, or agreements as shall be 
deemed necessary by an Authorized Officer and confirmed in a Sale 
Order for and on behalf of the City, to provide for the pledge of security 
to secure payment of the Bonds 


Section 302. Tax-Exempt Bonds, Taxable Bonds. The 
Authorized Officers are each hereby authorized and directed to 


determine whether all or any portion of the Bonds shall be sold as: (i) 
Bonds the interest on which is excluded from gross income for federal 
income tax purposes ("Tax-Exempt Bonds’), or (ii) taxable Bonds the 
interest on which, if any, is included in gross income for federal income 
tax purposes under the Code ("Taxable Bonds”), or any combination 
thereof. 
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Section 303. Designations, Dates, Interest Rates, Maturities, 
Redemption and Other Terms of the Bonds. 


(a) The Bonds shall be issued in one or more series to 
be designated as ‘LIMITED TAX GENERAL OBLIGATION BONDS’, or 
such other designation determined by an Authorized Officer. The Bonds 
shall further bear a series designation corresponding to the year of 
issuance and other necessary identifying information as shall be 
provided in the Sale Order; shall be issued in fully registered form as 
serial bonds, term bonds, a combination thereof, or as a single 
instrument bond, as provided in the Sale Order. Each series of Bonds 
shall be dated and issued in authorized denominations all as determined 
in the Sale Order. 


(b) In making the determinations set forth in this 
Resolution with respect to the Sale Order, the Authorized Officers shall 
be limited to the parameters as follow’ 


(1). The first maturity date or mandatory sinking fund 
redemption date for each series of the Bonds shall not be later 
than five (5) years from the date of issuance; and the final 
maturity dates for the Bonds shall not be later than the earlier 
of () the last year of the weighted average estimated period 
of usefulness of the Capital Improvements or (ii) 30 years 


(2) To the extent permitted by applicable law, the 
Bonds may be sold with an original issue premium or discount 
in an amount as determined by an Authorized Officer. 


(3) The maximum rate of interest on the Bonds shall 
not exceed the Bonds Maximum Interest Rate. 


(c) The Bonds shall mature on such dates and shall 
bear interest at such rates on a fixed and/or variable and tax-exempt or 
taxable basis not in excess of the legal limit, and payable on such dates 
(each an “Interest Payment Date”), all as shall be provided in a Sale 
Order. Unless otherwise provided by an Authorized Officer in a Sale 
Order, interest on the Bonds shall be calculated on the basis of a 360- 
day year consisting of twelve 30-day months. The Bonds shall be 
payable as to principal and interest in lawful money of the United States 
of America 


(©) Except as may be otherwise provided by an 
Authorized Officer in a Sale Order, interest on the Bonds shall be 
payable on each Interest Payment Date to the Registered Owner of 
record as of the 15th day of the month, whether or not a Business Day 
(a "Regular Record Date”), prior to each Interest Payment Date. Interest 
on the Bonds shall be payable to such Registered Owners by check or 
draft drawn on the Transfer Agent on each Interest Payment Date and 
mailed by first class mail or, upon the written request of the Owner of 
$1,000,000 or more in aggregate principal amount of Bonds (with 
complete wiring instructions no later than the Regular Record Date for 
such Interest Payment Date), by wire transfer by the Transfer Agent to 
such Owner. Such a request may provide that it will remain in effect with 
respect to subsequent Interest Payment Dates unless and until changed 
or revoked at any time prior to a Regular Record Date by subsequent 
written notice to the Transfer Agent. 


(e) The principal of the Bonds shall be payable to the 
Owners of the Bonds upon the presentation of the Bonds tothe Transfer 
Agent at the principal corporate trust office of the Transfer Agent. If the 
Bonds are held in book-entry form by the Depository Trust Company in 
New York, New York (“DTC”), payment shall be made in the manner 
prescribed by DTC 


(ft) The Bonds may be subject to redemption and/or 
tender for purchase prior to maturity or shall not be subject thereto, upon 
such terms and conditions as shall be provided by an Authorized Officer 
in the Sale Order delivered in connection with the Bonds 
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Unless waived by any Registered Owner of the Bonds to be 
redeemed, official notice of redemption shall be given by the Transfer 
Agent on behalf of the City. Such notice shall be dated and shall contain 
at a minimum the following information: original issue date; maturity 
dates; interest rates, CUSIP numbers, if any; certificate numbers, and in 
the case of partial redemption, the called amounts of each certificate; 
the redemption date; the redemption price or premium; the place where 
the Bonds called for redemption are to be surrendered for payment; and 
that interest on the Bonds or portions thereof called for redemption shall 
cease to accrue from and after the redemption date 


In addition, further notice shall be given by the Transfer Agent 
in such manner as may be required or suggested by regulations or 
market practice at the applicable time, but no defect in such further 
notice nor any failure to give all or any portion of such further notice shall 
in any manner defeat the effectiveness of a call for redemption if notice 
thereof is given as prescribed herein 


An Authorized Officer, after consultation with Bond 
Counsel and the Municipal Advisor, may designate and issue the Bonds 
as “qualified tax-exempt obligations” for purposes of interest expense by 
financial institutions as defined in Section 265(b\(3) of the Internal 
Revenue Code of 1986, as amended (the “Code"). 


Section 304. Execution, Authentication and Delivery of 
Bonds. The Bonds shall be executed in the name of the City by the 


manual or facsimile signatures of the Authorized Officers and 
authenticated by the Transfer Agent, or a trustee if an indenture is 
executed in connection with the issuance of the Bonds, and the seal of 
the City (or a facsimile thereof) shall be impressed or imprinted on the 
Bonds. After the Bonds have been executed and authenticated for 
delivery to the original purchaser thereof, they shall be delivered to the 
purchasers thereof upon receipt of the purchase price. If the Bonds are 
not authenticated, then at least one signature on the Bonds shall be a 
manual signature. The Bonds shall be delivered to the Transfer Agent 
for authentication and be delivered by the Transfer Agent to the 
purchaser or other person in accordance with instructions from the 
Authorized Officer 


Section 305. Mutilated, Destroyed, Stolen or _Lost_Bonds 
(a) Subject to the provisions of Act 354, Public Acts of Michigan, 1972, 


as amended, and any other applicable law, if (i) any mutilated Bond is 
surrendered to the City, and the City receives evidence tots satisfaction 
of the destruction, loss or theft of any Bond and (ii) there is delivered to 
the City such security or indemnity as may be required by it to save the 
City harmless, then, in the absence of notice to the City that such Bond 
has been acquired by a bona fide purchaser, the City shall execute and 
deliver in exchange for or in lieu of any such mutilated, destroyed, lost 
or stolen Bond, a new Bond of like tenor and principal amount, bearing 
a number not contemporaneously outstanding 


(b) Ifany such mutilated, destroyed, lost or stolen Bond 
has become or is about to become due and payable, the City in its 
discretion may, instead of issuing a new Bond, pay such Bond. 


(c) Any new Bond issued pursuant to this section in 
substitution for a Bond alleged to be mutilated, destroyed, stolen or lost 
shall constitute an original additional contractual obligation on the part 
of the City, and shall be equally secured by and entitled to equal 
proportionate benefits with all other Bonds of like tenor issued under this 
Resolution 


Section 306. Form of the Bonds. The Bonds shall be in 
substantially the following form with such insertions, omissions, 
substitutions and other variations as shall not be inconsistent with this 
Resolution or permitted by the Sale Order or as approved by an 
Authorized Officer and Bond Counsel:

Section 311 Sale of Bonds to Underwriters or Direct 
Purchaser. Any series of Bonds may, if deemed appropriate by an 
Authorized Officer, be sold to (i) the Underwriters pursuant to a Bond

ARTICLE IV 
SPECIAL COVENANTS 


Section 401. Reimbursement. For the purposes of complying 
with the reimbursement rules of Treasury Regulations 1.150-2 pursuant to 
the Code, the City reasonably expect to reimburse itself for expenditures 
for the costs of the Capital Improvements with proceeds of Bonds. 


Section 402. Tax Exemption Covenant _for_ Tax-Exempt 


Bonds. The City covenanis that it will not fake any action, or fail to take 
any action required to be taken, if taking such action or failing to take 
such action would adversely affect the general exclusion from gross 
income of interest on any Tax-Exempt Bonds, from federal income 
taxation under the Code. 


Section 403. Arbitrage Covenant. (a) The City will not directly 
or indirectly (1) use or permitthe use of any proceeds of any Tax-Exempt 
Bonds or other funds of the City or (2) take or omit to take any action 
required by Section 148(a) of the Code in order to maintain the exclusion 
from gross income of the interest on any Tax-Exempt Bonds for federal 
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income tax purposes. To that end, the City will comply with all 
requirements of Section 148 of the Code to the extent applicable to the 
Bonds and the requirements set forth in the Non-Arbitrage and Tax 
Compliance Certificate of the City 


(b) Without limiting the generality of subsection (a), 
above, the City agrees that there shall be paid by the City from time to 
time all amounts, if any, required to be rebated to the United States 
pursuant to Section 148(f) of the Code. This covenant shall survive 
payment in full or defeasance of the Tax-Exempt Bonds 


(c) Notwithstanding any provision of this Section, if the 
City obtains an opinion of Bond Counsel to the effect that any action 
required under this Section is no longer required, or that some further 
action is required, to maintain the exclusion from gross income of the 
interest of any Tax-Exempt Bonds for federal income tax purposes 
pursuant to Section 103 of the Code, the City may conclusively rely on 
such opinion in complying with the provisions hereof. 


ARTICLE V 


BONDS FUNDS AND ACCOUNTS; DISPOSITION OF BONDS. 
PROCEEDS 


Section 501. Establishment of Accounts and Funds. (a) Each 
Authorized Officer is hereby authorized to establish such accounts, 
subaccounts or other funds as shall be required for the payment of the 
Bonds, and for the payment of the Capital Improvements, including but 
not limited to, with such modifications or additions to facilitate the 
identification of such accounts, subaccounts or other funds: 

A Debt Retirement Fund; and 

B Capital Improvement Fund. 


Each Authorized Officer is hereby authorized to establish 
such accounts, subaccounts or funds as shall be required for the 
issuance and delivery of the Bonds, if any, to accommodate the 
requirements of such series of Bonds, including, but not limited to, such 
accounts, subaccounts or funds necessary to facilitate the purchase and 
payment of variable rate bonds. Each Authorized Officer is hereby 
authorized to allocate any net original issue premium, if any, received 
upon the sale of the Bonds to such accounts and in such amounts as 
permitted by applicable law 


Section 502. Debt Retirement Fund, An Authorized Officer is authorized 
and directed to open a separate depository or trust account with a bank 
or trust company to be designated as the 2020 CAPITAL 
IMPROVEMENT BONDS (LIMITED TAX GENERAL OBLIGATION) 
DEBT RETIREMENT FUND (the “Debt Retirement Fund’). The Debt 
Retirement Fund may be pooled or combined with other debt retirement 
funds for issues of bonds of like character as provided by Act 34 or other 
state law. An amount sufficient to assure timely payment of the principal 
of and interest on the Bonds shall be transferred each year into the Debt 
Retirement Fund from the general fund of the City or other funds legally 
available therefor. The moneys deposited in the fund shall be used 
solely for the purpose of paying the principal of and interest on the Bonds 
and, as may be necessary, to rebate arbitrage earnings, if any, to the 
United States Department of Treasury as required by the Internal 
Revenue Code of 1986, as amended. The accrued interest and 
premium, if any, received upon delivery of the Bonds shall also be 
deposited in the Debt Retirement Fund. 


The City may provide for the payment of principal of any of the 
Bonds issued as term bonds through the purchase of municipal 
securities in the open market at a price not greater than that payable on 
the next redemption date in order to satisfy all or part of the next 
succeeding scheduled mandatory redemption 


Section 503. Capital Improvement Fund. The City Treasurer 
is authorized and directed to create a fund designated as the 2020 
CAPITAL IMPROVEMENT BONDS (LIMITED TAX GENERAL 
OBLIGATION) CAPITAL IMPROVEMENT FUND (the ‘Capital 
Improvement Fund’). The City Treasurer shall deposit the proceeds of 
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the Bonds into the Capital Improvement Fund, less accrued interest and 
premium, ifany, which shall be deposited into the Debt Retirement Fund 
The moneys in the Capital Improvement Fund shall be used to pay the 
costs of the Capital Improvements and to pay the costs of issuance of 
the Bonds. Moneys remaining in the Capital Improvement Fund after 
completion of the Capital Improvements may be used for any purpose 
permitted by law. 


Section 504. Investment of Monies in the Bonds Funds and 
Accounts. (a) An Authorized Officer shall direct the investment of monies 
on deposit in the funds and accounts established hereunder, and the 
Transfer Agent, upon written direction or upon oral direction promptly 
confirmed in writing by an Authorized Officer, shall use its best efforts to 
invest monies on deposit in the funds and accounts in accordance with 
such direction 


(b) Monies on deposit in the funds and accounts 
established under this Article V may be invested in such investments 
and to the extent permitted by applicable law 


ARTICLE VI 
DEFEASANCE 


Section 601. Defeasance. Bonds shall be deemed to be paid 
in full upon the deposit in trust of cash or direct obligations of, or 
obligations the principal of and interest on which are unconditionally 
guaranteed by, the United States of America, or any combination 
thereof, not redeemable at the option of the issuer thereof, the principal 
and interest payments upon which, without reinvestment thereof, will 
come due at such times and in such amounts, as to be fully sufficient to 
pay when due, the principal of such Bonds and interest to accrue 
thereon, as confirmed by a verification report prepared by an 
independent certified public accountant. Such cash and securities 
representing such obligations shall be deposited with a bank or trust 
company and held for the exclusive benefit of the Owners of such 
Bonds. After such deposit, such Bonds shall no longer be entitled to the 
benefits of this Resolution (except for any rights of transfer or exchange 
of Bonds as therein or herein provided for) and shall be payable solely 
from the funds deposited for such purpose and investment earnings, if 
any, thereon, and the lien of this Resolution for the benefit of such Bonds 
shall be discharged 


ARTICLE VII 
OTHER PROVISIONS OF GENERAL APPLICATION 


Section 701. Credit Enhancement There is hereby 
authorized to be obtained a Municipal Bond Insurance Policy or other 
credit enhancement or a combination thereof to secure the payment of 
all or part of the Bonds, if, and provided that, it shall be determined by 
an Authorized Officer that such cost of such Municipal Bond Insurance 
Policy or other credit enhancement or a combination thereof is less than 
the interest rate savings therefrom or otherwise that it is in the best 
interest of the City. In the event a commitment for a Municipal Bond 
Insurance Policy is obtained or a commitment for other credit 
enhancement is obtained, each Authorized Officer is hereby authorized 
to approve the terms, perform such acts and execute such instruments 
that shall be required, necessary or desirable to effectuate the terms of 
such commitment and the transactions described therein and in this 
Resolution and the Sale Order provided that such terms are not 
materially adverse to the City. 


Section 702. Approval_of Other Documents _and Actions: 
Treasury Approval. The Authorized Officers and any other officers or 


employees of the City are hereby authorized and directed on behalf of 
the City to take any and all other actions, perform any and all acts and 
execute any and all documents that shall be required, necessary or 
desirable to implement this Resolution. The Bonds shall neither be sold 
nor issued unless and only so long as the issuance of the Bonds as 
provided herein shall have been authorized and approved in accordance 
with the applicable provisions of Act 34 and Act 279. 
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Each Authorized Officer is hereby authorized to do and 
perform any and all acts and things with respect to the Bonds which are 
necessary and appropriate, consistent with this Resolution, including to 
pay the related fees, ifany, to the Michigan Department of Treasury (the 
“Department”) at his or her discretion under Act 34 for an Order or 
Orders of Approval to issue all or a portion of the Bonds; to file 
applications with the Department for a waiver of the investment grade 
rating requirement; to enter into one or more dealer-manager 
agreements, remarketing agreements, indentures, letters of credit and 
reimbursement agreements, to seek such waivers or other Department 
approvals as necessary to implement the sale, delivery and security for 
the Bonds, and as required by the Department and Act 34; to pay any 
post-closing filing fees required by Act 34 to the Department or other 
specified agency, as a cost of issuance or from other legally available 
funds; to secure ratings by bond rating agencies, if cost effective; to 
negotiate and acquire a Municipal Bond Insurance Policy and/or other

Section 703. Continuing Disclosure Undertaking. If the Bonds 
are sold pursuant to a negotiated or public/competitive sale, or as 


otherwise required, the City shall enter into a continuing disclosure 
undertaking pursuant to Rule 15¢2-12 promulgated by the Securities 
and Exchange Commission (the "Rule”) forthe benefit of the holders and 
beneficial owners of the Bonds as to which the Rule is applicable, as 
more specifically set forth in ExhibitA hereto (the “Undertaking’), 
provided, however, that the terms of the Undertaking are subject to 
completion and modification prior to delivery of the Bonds to such extent 
as an Authorized Officer shall deem necessary to comply with law or 
market requirements of the Underwriters. Each Authorized Officer is 
hereby authorized to execute and deliver the Undertaking after 
completion and modification as provided in this Resolution and the Sale 
Order. 


Section 704. Delegation to Authorized Officers. (a) Prior to the 
sale date or dates for the Bonds, an Authorized Officer may cause the 


preparation and approve the form and distribution of necessary City 
disclosure for any Preliminary Official Statement or Official Statement 
and other offering materials to be used in conjunction with the sale or 
offering of the Bonds, and an Authorized Officer may deem the City’s 
disclosure “final” for purposes of Rule 15c2-12 of the Securities and 
Exchange Commission. 


(b) Pursuant tothe authority of Section 315(1)(d) of Act 
34, each Authorized Officer is hereby authorized to make the following

Section 708. Official Statement. Each Authorized Officer is 
hereby authorized to execute the Official Statement or other offering 
materials with respect to the Bonds in the form approved by an 
Authorized Officer with such changes as an Authorized Officer may 
authorize. Such Official Statement or other offering materials to be used 
in conjunction with the sale or offering of the Bonds are hereby 
authorized to be printed and used by the Underwriters in connection with 
the sale of the Bonds to the public. Circulation of the Preliminary Official 
Statement, if any, or other preliminary offering materials by the 
Underwriters is hereby approved. 


Section 709. Appointment_of Bond Counsel, Municipal

of Dykema Gossett PLLC of Lansing, Michigan, as Bond Counsel for the 
Bonds is hereby ratified and confirmed, notwithstanding the periodic 
representation by Dykema Gossett PLLC in unrelated matters of other 
parties and potential parties to the issuance of the Bonds. The fees and 
expenses of Bond Counsel and other accumulated bond-related fees 
and expenses shall be payable as a cost of issuance from proceeds of 
the Bonds or other available funds in accordance with the letter of such 
firm on file with the City 


The appointment of Robert W. Baird & Co., Incorporated as 
Municipal Advisor for the Bonds is hereby ratified and confirmed. The 
fees and expenses of the Municipal Advisor and other accumulated 
bond related fees and expenses shall be payable as a cost of issuance 
from proceeds of the Bonds or other available funds in accordance with 
the letter of such firm on file with the City. 


Each Authorized Officer is hereby authorized to engage other 
necessary professionals as he or she deems necessary and appropriate 
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in connection with the sale, issuance and delivery of the Bonds and to 
pay the fees and expenses thereof from the proceeds of the Bonds or 
other available funds. 


Section 710. No Recourse Under Resolution. All covenants,

WHEREAS, the City of Lansing, Counties of Ingham and Eaton, State 
of Michigan (the "City’) incorporated the City of Lansing Building 
Authority (the “Building Authority’) under the provisions of Act 31, Public 
Acts of Michigan, 1948 (First Extra Session), as amended (“Act 31”), and 


WHEREAS, the Building Authority and the City entered into a Full Faith 
and Credit General Obligation Contract of Lease dated November 14, 
1989 (the “1989 Contract”) pursuant to which the Building Authority 
acquired, constructed, and equipped a parking project which was later 
modified by resolution of City Council of the City (“City Council") to 
consist of several automobile parking lots (the “Parking Facilities”), and 
the City makes cash rental payments (the “Cash Rentals’) to the 
Building Authority for lease of the Parking Facilities pursuant to the 1989 
Contract; and 


WHEREAS, in order to finance the acquisition, construction, and 
equipping of the Parking Facilities, the Building Authority issued its 
Building Authority Bonds, Series 1990 dated May 17, 1990 in the original 
aggregate principal amount of $32,791 ,403.90 (the "1990 Bonds"); and 
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WHEREAS, in order to refund a portion of the 1990 Bonds, the Building 
Authority issued its 2009 Building Authority Refunding Bonds (Limited 
Tax General Obligation) (Federally Taxable) dated October 8, 2009 in 
the original aggregate principal amount of $8,161,690.80 (the “2009 
Bonds"); and 


WHEREAS, in order to refund the remaining outstanding portion of the 
1990 Bonds, the Building Authority issued its 2014 Building Authority 
Refunding Bonds (Limited Tax General Obligation) (Federally Taxable) 
dated May 29, 2014 in the original aggregate principal amount of 
$7 245,000 (the “2014 Bonds"); and 


WHEREAS, in order to refund a portion of the outstanding 2009 Bonds, 
the Building Authority issued its 2017 Building Authority Refunding 
Bonds (Limited Tax General Obligation) (Federally Taxable) dated 
December 21, 2017 in the original aggregate principal amount of $ 
10,805,000 (the “2017 Bonds,” and, together with the 2014 Bonds and 
the 2017 Bonds, the "Prior Building Authority Bonds”), and 


WHEREAS, the Building Authority proposes to refund the remaining 
outstanding 2014 Bonds through issuance of its Building Authority 
Refunding Bonds (Limited Tax General Obligation) (Federally Taxable) 
in one or more series in an original aggregate principal amount not to 
exceed $9,000,000 (the “Building Authority Refunding Bonds”) in order 
to achieve a savings and reduce the annual Cash Rentals payments; 
and 


WHEREAS, the Tax Increment Finance Authority of Lansing (the "TIFA") 
established by the City under the provisions of Act 57, Public Acts of 
2018, as amended (the “TIFA Act”), successor to Act 450, Public Acts 
of Michigan, 1980, as amended, has previously issued its 1994 
Development and Refunding Bond (Limited Tax General Obligation) in 
the original aggregate principal amount of $25,108,133.20 (the "1994 
Bond”); and 


WHEREAS, pursuant to the provisions of the TIFA Act, the TIFA has 
previously issued its 2009 Refunding Bonds (Limited Tax General 
Obligation) (Federally Taxable) dated October 8, 2009 in the original 
aggregate principal amount of $10,410,265.70 (the “2009 Bonds’) for 
the purpose of refunding a portion of the 1994 Bond; and 


WHEREAS, pursuant to the provisions of the TIFA Act, the TIFA has 
previously issued its 2014 Refunding Bonds (Limited Tax General 
Obligation) (Federally Taxable) dated May 29, 2014 in the original 
agaregate principal amount of $3,720,000 (the “2014 Bonds”) for the 
purpose of refunding a portion of the 1994 Bond; and 


WHEREAS, pursuant to the provisions of the TIFA Act, the TIFA has 
previously issued its 2017 Refunding Bonds (Limited Tax General 
Obligation) (Federally Taxable) dated December 21, 2017 in the original 
aggregate principal amount of $16,150,000 (the "2017 Bonds") for the 
purpose of refunding the remaining outstanding portion of the 1994 Bond 
and a portion of the 2009 Bonds; and 


WHEREAS, pursuant to the provisions of the TIFA Act, the TIFA has 
previously issued its 2019 Refunding Bonds (Limited Tax General 
Obligation) (Federally Taxable) dated May 8, 2019 in the original 
aggregate principal amount of $7,730,000 (the "2019 Bonds,” and, 
together with the 2017 Bonds, the 2014 Bonds and the 2009 Bonds, the 
“Prior TIFA Bonds’) for the purpose of refunding the remaining 
outstanding portion of the 2009 Bonds; and 


WHEREAS, the TIFA proposes to refund the 2014 Bonds through 
issuance of Refunding Bonds (Limited Tax General Obligation) 
(Federally Taxable) in one or more series in an original aggregate 
principal amount not to exceed $5,000,000 (the “TIFA Refunding 
Bonds’) in order to achieve a savings and better match the TIFA’s 
annual debt service costs to the estimated annual Tax Increment 
Revenues, as defined in the resolution of the TIFA dated February 7, 
2020, authorizing the issuance of the TIFA Refunding Bonds 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED THAT. 


1 Building Authority Refundng Bonds. The City 
requests the Building Authority to issue the Building Authority Refunding 
Bonds. City Council hereby approves reduction of the current annual 
Cash Rentals payable by the City for lease of the Parking Facilities after 
the Building Authority Refunding Bonds are issued. The City 
acknowledges that the City’s Municipal Advisor, Robert W. Baird & Co., 
(the “Municipal Advisor’) has advised that under current market 
conditions, the refunding will produce a net present value savings 


The City covenants and agrees to continue to make payments 
to the Building Authority, in accordance with the requirements of the 
1989 Contract, of Cash Rentals in amounts sufficient to pay the principal 
of and interest on the Building Authority Refunding Bonds, and any of 
the Prior Building Authority Bonds which are not refunded and remain 
outstanding, and to pay all transfer and escrow agent fees and other 
expenses and charges payable with respect thereto. The City 
acknowledges and agrees that the Building Authority shall have all rights 
and remedies set forth in the 1989 Contract to enforce the obligations of 
the City with respect to the Building Authority Refunding Bonds in the 
same manner and to the same extent that such rights and remedies 
were available with respect to the Prior Bonds. 


The City specifically (but not by way of limitation) reaffirms its 
pledge of its full faith and credit for the payment of its obligations with 
respect to the bonds issued under the 1989 Contract, including the 
Building Authority Refunding Bonds, and reaffirms the City’s obligation 
to levy taxes to pay Cash Rentals under the 1989 Contract in amounts 
sufficient to enable the Building Authority to pay the principal of and 
interest on the bonds issued under the 1989 Contract, including the 
Building Authority Refunding Bonds 


2 TIFA Refunding Bonds. The City hereby irrevocably 
pledges its full faith and credit for the payment of the TIFA Refunding 
Bonds. If at any time the Tax Increment Revenues are insufficient to pay 
the principal of and interest on the TIFA Refunding Bonds as the same 
become due, the City, upon notification by the TIFA, shall as a first 
budget obligation advance from its general funds an amount to pay said 
principal and interest, or in the event of insufficiency of the City's general 
funds, levy ad valorem taxes on all taxable property within the 
boundaries of the City in an amount sufficient to pay said principal and 
interest, provided that such tax levy shall be within applicable 
constitutional, statutory and charter tax rate limitations 


The City acknowledges that the Municipal Advisor has 
advised that under current market conditions, the refunding will produce 
a net present value savings. 


3 Official Statement and Continuing Disclosure. The 
City hereby agrees to co-operate with the Building Authority and the 
TIFA in preparation of preliminary and final official statements or other 
marketing circular describing the Building Authority Refunding Bonds 
and the TIFA Refunding Bonds (collectively, the "Refunding Bonds’), 
and in any application for bond ratings and municipal bond insurance 
The City hereby agrees to enter into a Continuing Disclosure 
Undertaking in order to enable the underwriters of the Refunding Bonds 
to comply with the requirements of Rule 15c2-12 promulgated by the 
Securities and Exchange Commission 


4 Qther Actions. The Mayor, City Clerk, Chief 
Strategy and Financial Officer (serving as the Finance Director), Chief 
Operating Officer and any other officers, administrators, agents and 
attorneys of the TIFA are authorized and directed to execute and deliver 
all other agreements, documents and certificates and to take all other 
actions necessary or convenient to complete the issuance, sale, and 
delivery of the Refunding Bonds in accordance with this Resolution. The 
Mayor and City Clerk are authorized and directed to execute, for and on 
behalf of the City, any amendments or supplements to the 1989 
Contract, and the Contract of Lease between the City and the TIFA 
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dated December 20, 1994, in order to reduce the annual Cash Rental 
payments, or as may be otherwise appropriate in connection with the 
issuance of the Refunding Bonds. The Chief Strategy and Financial

“Municipal Bond Insurance Policy’ means one or more 
policies of municipal bond insurance, if any, issued by the Bond Insurer 
insuring the payment when due of the principal of and interest on the 
Refunding Bonds determined to be insured as set forth in a Sale Order. 


“Non-Arbitrage and Tax Compliance Certificate” means any 
Non-Arbitrage and Tax Compliance Certificate of the City regarding 
rebate requirements and other tax responsibilities of the City relating to 
the Refunding Bonds under the Code 
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“Prior Bonds” means the City’s 2010 General Obligation 
Limited Tax Bonds (Taxable — Recovery Zone Economic Development 
Bonds) 


“Refunding Bonds" means the City's Limited Tax General 
Obligation Refunding Bonds, Series 2020, issued in one or more series, 
as authorized by Article II! of this Resolution. 


“Refunding Bonds Maximum Interest Rate” means a rate of 
interest not to exceed the maximum rate permitted by law. 


“Refunding Bonds Maximum Principal Amount" means an 
amount not to exceed Two Million Three Hundred Thousand dollars 
($2,300,000). 


“Refunding Bond Issuance Fund” means the fund so 
designated and established under Section 501 hereof. 


“Regular Record Date” has the meaning given such term in 
Section 303 


“Resolution” means this Resolution, as supplemented by one 
or more Sale Orders. 


“Sale Order’ means the order or orders executed by an 
Authorized Officer approving the sale of any series of Refunding Bonds 
and making certain determinations and/or confirming the final details of 
such Refunding Bonds upon the sale thereof in accordance with the 
parameters of this Resolution and the terms of the Bond Purchase 
Agreement. 


“State” means the State of Michigan 


“Transfer Agent” means a bank or trust company to be 
selected by an Authorized Officer of the City to serve as the transfer 
agent or paying agent 


“Underwriters” means such underwriter or underwriters as 
shall be designated in the Sale Order. 


Section 102. Interpretation. (a) Words of the feminine or 
masculine genders include the correlative words of the other gender or 
the neuter gender. 


(b) Unless the context shall otherwise indicate, words 
importing the singular include the plural and vice versa, and words 
importing persons include corporations, associations, partnerships 
(including limited partnerships), trusts, firms and other legal entities, 
including public bodies, as well as natural persons. 


(c) Articles and Sections referred to by number mean 
the corresponding Articles and Sections of this Resolution 


(d) The terms “hereby,” “hereof,” “hereto,” “herein,” 
“hereunder” and any similar terms as used in this Resolution, refer to 
this Resolution as a whole unless otherwise expressly stated. 


ARTICLE II 
DETERMINATIONS 


Section 201. Refunding Bonds: Finding and Declaration of 
Need to Borrow. The Council hereby finds and declares that it is 


‘necessary for the City to borrow hereunder such sum as shall be 
determined by an Authorized Officer not in excess of the Refunding 
Bonds Maximum Principal Amount and to evidence such borrowing by 
the issuance of the Refunding Bonds not in excess, in aggregate 
principal amount, of such Refunding Bonds Maximum Principal Amount, 
in minimum denominations of $5,000 or integral multiples thereof or 
such greater minimum denominations as determined by an Authorized 
Officer, pursuant to the Charter and in accordance with the provisions 
hereof, for the purposes of providing funds (i) to refund all or portions of 
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the outstanding Prior Bonds; and (ii) to pay legal, financial, advisory, 
brokerage, accounting, printing and other expenses related to the 
issuance of the Refunding Bonds and the redemption of the Prior Bonds, 
all as finally confirmed by an Authorized Officer in the Sale Order. 


The Refunding Bonds shall consist of bonds in fully-registered 
form in denominations of $5,000, or integral multiples thereof, not 
exceeding for each maturity the maximum principal amount of that 
maturity, numbered as determined by the Transfer Agent (as hereinafter 
defined). The Refunding Bonds shall bear interest at the rates 
determined upon sale of the Refunding Bonds but in any event the net 
interest cost of any Tax-Exempt Bonds (as defined below) shall not 
exceed 6.00% per annum andthe net interest cost of any Taxable Bonds 
(as defined below) shall not exceed 9.00% per annum. The Refunding 
Bonds shall bear interest, mature as serial or tem bonds, and be 
payable at the times and in the manner as may be determined by the 
Authorized Officer in a Sale Order at the time of sale of the Refunding 
Bonds. The Refunding Bonds shall be dated as of the date of delivery 
thereof or as may be otherwise determined by the Authorized Officer at 
the time of sale of the Refunding Bonds. The Refunding Bonds may be 
sub ject to redemption prior to maturity at the times and prices and in the 
manner as may be determined by the Authorized Officer at the time of 
sale of the Refunding Bonds 


The Refunding Bonds may be issued in book-entry only form 
through The Depository Trust Company in New York, New York (DTC”) 
and the Authorized Officer is authorized to execute such custodial or 
other agreement with DTC as may be necessary to accomplish the 
issuance of the Refunding Bonds in book-entry only form, and to make 
such changes in the form of the Refunding Bonds within the parameters 
of this resolution as may be required to accomplish the foregoing 


Interest on the Refunding Bonds shall be payable to the 
registered owner of record as of the fifteenth (15") day of the month prior 
to the payment date for each interest payment. The record date of 
determination of registered owners for purposes of payment of interest 
as provided in this paragraph may be changed by the City to conform to 
market practice in the future. Interest shall be payable by check or draft 
drawn on the Transfer Agent mailed to the registered owner at the 
registered address, as shown on the registration books of the City 
maintained by the Transfer Agent. The principal of the Refunding Bonds 
shall be payable upon presentation and surrender of such Refunding 
Bonds to the Transfer Agent. Notwithstanding the foregoing, if the 
Refunding Bonds are held in book-entry form by DTC, payment shall be 
made in the manner prescribed by DTC. 


The Authorized Officer is hereby authorized to appoint a bank 
or trust company to act as bond registrar, paying agent and transfer 
agent (the “Transfer Agent”) for the Refunding Bonds. The Authorized 
Officer is hereby authorized to execute one or more agreements with the 
Transfer Agent on behalf of the City. The City reserves the right to 
replace the Transfer Agent at any time, provided written notice of such 
replacement is given to the registered owners of record of the Refunding 
Bonds not less than sixty (60) days prior to an interest payment date 


ARTICLE Ill 
AUTHORIZATION; PLEDGE; SECURITY; DESIGNATIONS; 
REDEMPTION OF THE REFUNDING BONDS 


Section 301. Authorization of Refunding Bonds: Limited Tax 
Pledge; Security. (a) The City hereby authorizes the issuance of the 
Refunding Bonds in such series and in such principal amounts as shall 
be confirmed in the Sale Order, not in excess of the Refunding Bonds 
Maximum Principal Amount. The City hereby irrevocably pledges its 
limited tax full faith and credit for the prompt payment of the Refunding 
Bonds. The Refunding Bonds will be a first budget obligation of the City, 
payable from the general funds of the City including the collection of ad 
valorem taxes on all taxable property in the City subject to applicable 
constitutional, statutory and charter tax rate limitations. The City shall 
levy annually ad valorem taxes on all the taxable property in the City 
which, taking into consideration estimated delinquencies in tax 
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collections, shall be fully sufficient to pay the principal and interest on 
the Refunding Bonds; provided, however, that if at the time of making 
any such tax levy there shall be other legally available funds for the 
payment of principal of and interest on the Refunding Bonds, then credit 
therefor may be taken against the levy for payment of the Refunding 
Bonds. The rights or remedies of Bondholders may be affected by 
bankruptcy, insolvency, fraudulent conveyance or other laws affecting 
creditors’ rights generally now existing or hereafter enacted and by the 
application of general principles of equity including those relating to 
equitable subordination 


(b) Each Authorized Officer is hereby authorized to negotiate 
and execute any indenture or indentures, or agreements as shall be 
deemed necessary by an Authorized Officer and confirmed in a Sale 
Order for and on behalf of the City, to provide for the pledge of security 
to secure payment of the Refunding Bonds 


Section 302. Tax-Exempt Refunding Bonds; Taxable 
Refunding Bonds. The Authorized Officers are each hereby authorized 


and directed to determine whether all or any portion of the Refunding 
Bonds shall be sold as: (i) bonds the interest on which is excluded from 
gross income for federal income tax purposes (“Tax-Exempt Bonds”), or 
(ii) taxable bonds the interest on which, if any, is included in gross 
income for federal income tax purposes under the Code ("Taxable 
Bonds’), or any combination thereof. 


Section 303. Designations, Dates, Interest Rates, Maturities, 
Redemption and Other Terms of the Refunding Bonds. 


(a) The Refunding Bonds shall be issued in one or 
more series to be designated as “LIMITED TAX GENERAL 
OBLIGATION REFUNDING BONDS.” The Refunding Bonds shall 
further bear a series designation corresponding to the year of issuance 
and other necessary identifying information as shall be provided in the 
Sale Order; shall be issued in fully registered form as serial bonds, term 
bonds, a combination thereof, or as a single instrument bond, as 
provided in the Sale Order. Each series of Refunding Bonds shall be 
dated and issued in authorized denominations all as determined in the 
Sale Order. 


(b) In making the determinations set forth in this 
Resolution with respect to the Sale Order, the Authorized Officers shall 
be limited to the parameters as follow: 


q) The first maturity date or 
mandatory sinking fund redemption date for each 
series of the Refunding Bonds shall not be later 
than five (5) years from the date of issuance; the 
average maturity date of the Refunding Bonds shall 
not be later than the average maturity date of the 
Prior Bonds; and the final maturity dates for the 
Refunding Bonds shall not be later than the earlier 
of (i) the last year of the weighted average 
estimated period of usefulness of the improvements 
financed by the Prior Bonds or (ii) 30 years from the 
Prior Bonds’ dated date 


(2) To the extent permitted by 
applicable law, the Refunding Bonds may be sold 
with an original issue premium or discount in an 
amount as determined by an Authorized Officer 


(3) The maximum rate of interest 
on the Refunding Bonds shall not exceed the 
Refunding Bonds Maximum Interest Rate 


(4) The issuance of the Refunding 
Bonds shall produce a net present value savings. 


(c) The Refunding Bonds shall mature on such dates 
and shall bear interest at such rates on a fixed and/or variable and tax- 
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exempt or taxable basis not in excess of the legal limit, and payable on 
such dates (each an “Interest Payment Date”), all as shall be provided 
in a Sale Order. Unless otherwise provided by an Authorized Officer in 
a Sale Order, interest on the Refunding Bonds shall be calculated on the 
basis of a 360-day year consisting of twelve 30-day months. The 
Refunding Bonds shall be payable as to principal and interest in lawful 
money of the United States of America 


(@) Except as may be otherwise provided by an 
Authorized Officer in a Sale Order, interest on the Refunding Bonds shall 
be payable on each Interest Payment Date to the Registered Owner of 
record as of the 15th day of the month, whether or not a Business Day 
(a "Regular Record Date’), prior to each Interest Payment Date. Interest 
on the Refunding Bonds shall be payable to such Registered Owners by 
check or draft drawn on the Transfer Agent on each Interest Payment 
Date and mailed by first class mail or, upon the written request of the 
Owner of $1,000,000 or more in aggregate principal amount of 
Refunding Bonds (with complete wiring instructions no later than the 
Regular Record Date for such Interest Payment Date), by wire transfer 
by the Transfer Agent to such Owner. Such a request may provide that 
it will remain in effect with respect to subsequent Interest Payment Dates 
unless and until changed or revoked at any time prior to a Regular 
Record Date by subsequent written notice to the Transfer Agent 


(e) The principal of the Refunding Bonds shall be 
payable to the Owners of the Refunding Bonds upon the presentation of 
the Refunding Bonds to the Transfer Agent at the principal corporate 
trust office of the Transfer Agent. If the Refunding Bonds are held in 
book-entry form by the Depository Trust Company in New York, New 
York (“DTC”), payment shall be made in the manner prescribed by DTC 


( The Refunding Bonds may be subject to 
redemption and/or tender for purchase prior to maturity or shall not be 
sub ject thereto, upon such terms and conditions as shall be provided by 
an Authorized Officer in the Sale Order delivered in connection with the 
sale of the Refunding Bonds 


Unless waived by any Registered Owner of the Refunding 
Bonds to be redeemed, official notice of redemption shall be given by 
the Transfer Agent on behalf of the City. Such notice shall be dated and 
shall contain at a minimum the following information: original issue date; 
maturity dates; interest rates, CUSIP numbers, if any; certificate 
numbers, and in the case of partial redemption, the called amounts of 
each cettificate; the redemption date; the redemption price or premium; 
the place where the Refunding Bonds called for redemption are to be 
surrendered for payment; and that interest on the Refunding Bonds or 
portions thereof called for redemption shall cease to accrue from and 
after the redemption date. 


In addition, further notice shall be given by the Transfer Agent 
in such manner as may be required or suggested by regulations or 
market practice at the applicable time, but no defect in such further 
notice nor any failure to give all or any portion of such further notice shall 
in any manner defeat the effectiveness of a call for redemption if notice 
thereof is given as prescribed herein 


(9) An Authorized Officer, after consultation with Bond 
Counsel and the Municipal Advisor, may designate and issue the 
Refunding Bonds as “qualified tax-exempt obligations” for purposes of 
interest expense by financial institutions as defined in Section 265(bX3) 
of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986, as amended (the “Code”. 


Section 304. Execution, Authentication and Delivery of 
Refunding Bonds. The Refunding Bonds shall be executed in the name 


of the City by the manual or facsimile signatures of the Authorized 
Officers and authenticated by the Transfer Agent, or a trustee if an 
indenture is executed in connection with the issuance of the Refunding 
Bonds, and the seal of the City (or a facsimile thereof) shall be 
impressed or imprinted on the Refunding Bonds. After the Refunding 
Bonds have been executed and authenticated for delivery to the original 
purchaser thereof, they shall be delivered to the purchasers thereof 
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upon receipt of the purchase price. If the Refunding Bonds are not 
authenticated, then at least one signature on the Refunding Bonds shall 
be a manual signature. The Refunding Bonds shall be delivered to the 
Transfer Agent for authentication and be delivered by the Transfer Agent 
to the purchaser or other person in accordance with instructions from 
the Authorized Officer. 


Section 305. Mutilated, Destroyed. Stolen or Lost Refunding 
Bonds. (a) Subject to the provisions of Act 354, Public Acts of Michigan, 


1972, as amended, and any other applicable law, if (i) any mutilated 
Refunding Bond is surrendered to the City, and the City receives 
evidence to its satisfaction of the destruction, loss or theft of any 
Refunding Bond and (ii) there is delivered to the City such security or 
indemnity as may be required by it to save the City harmless, then, in 
the absence of notice to the City that such Refunding Bond has been 
acquired by a bona fide purchaser, the City shall execute and deliver in 
exchange for or in lieu of any such mutilated, destroyed, lost or stolen 
Refunding Bond, a new Refunding Bond of like tenor and principal 
amount, bearing a number not contemporaneously outstanding 


(b) If any such mutilated, destroyed, lost or stolen 
Refunding Bond has become or is about to become due and payable, 
the City in its discretion may, instead of issuing a new Refunding Bond, 
pay such Refunding Bond 


(c) Any new Refunding Bond issued pursuant to this 
section in substitution for a Refunding Bond alleged to be mutilated, 
destroyed, stolen or lost shall constitute an original additional 
contractual obligation on the part of the City, and shall be equally 
secured by and entitled to equal proportionate benefits with all other 
Refunding Bonds of like tenor issued under this Resolution 


Section 306. Form of the Refunding Bonds. The Refunding 
Bonds shall be in substantially the following form with such insertions, 
omissions, substitutions and other variations as shall not be inconsistent 


with this Resolution or permitted by the Sale Order or as approved by 
an Authorized Officer and Bond Counsel:

SPECIAL COVENANTS 


Section 401. Tax Exemption Covenant for Tax-Exempt 
Bonds. The City covenants that it will not take any action, or fail to take 


any action required to be taken, if taking such action or failing to take 
such action would adversely affect the general exclusion from gross 
income of interest on any Tax-Exempt Refunding Bonds, from federal 
income taxation under the Code 


Section 402. Arbitrage Covenant. (a) The City will not directly 
or indirectly (1) use or permit the use of any proceeds of any Tax-Exempt 
Refunding Bonds or other funds of the City or (2) take or omit to take 
any action required by Section 148(a) of the Code in order to maintain 
the exclusion from gross income of the interest on any Tax-Exempt 
Bonds for federal income tax purposes. To that end, the City will comply 
with all requirements of Section 148 of the Code to the extent applicable 
to the Refunding Bonds and the requirements set forth in the Non- 
Arbitrage and Tax Compliance Certificate of the City. 


(b) Without limiting the generality of subsection (a), 
above, the City agrees that there shall be paid by the City from time to 
time all amounts, if any, required to be rebated to the United States 
pursuant to Section 148(f) of the Code. This covenant shall survive 
payment in full or defeasance of the Tax-Exempt Refunding Bonds. 


(c) Notwithstanding any provision of this Section, if the 
City obtains an opinion of Bond Counsel to the effect that any action 
required under this Section is no longer required, or that some further 
action is required, to maintain the exclusion from gross income of the 
interest of any Tax-Exempt Refunding Bonds for federal income tax 
purposes pursuant to Section 103 of the Code, the City may conclusively 
rely on such opinion in complying with the provisions hereof. 


ARTICLE V 
REFUNDING BONDS FUNDS AND ACCOUNTS; DISPOSITION OF 
REFUNDING BONDS PROCEEDS 


Section 501. Establishment of Accounts and Funds. (a) Each 
Authorized Officer is hereby authorized to establish such accounts, 
subaccounts or other funds as shall be required for the payment of the 
Refunding Bonds, and for the refunding of the Prior Bonds, including but 
not limited to, with such modifications or additions to facilitate the 
identification of such accounts, subaccounts or other funds:

Each Authorized Officer is hereby authorized to establish 
such accounts, subaccounts or funds as shall be required for the 
refunding of the Prior Bonds and the issuance and delivery of the 
Refunding Bonds, if any, to accommodate the requirements of such 
series of Prior Bonds, including, but not limited to, such accounts, 
subaccounts or funds necessary to facilitate the purchase and payment 
of variable rate bonds. Each Authorized Officer is hereby authorized to 
allocate any net original issue premium, if any, received upon the sale 
of the Refunding Bonds to such accounts and in such amounts as 
permitted by applicable law 


Section 502. Refundng Bonds Debt Retirement Fund. From 
the proceeds of the sale of the Refunding Bonds there shall be set aside 


in one or more Refunding Bonds Debt Retirement Funds (individually 
and collectively referred to as the “Refunding Bonds Debt Retirement 
Funds’) the accrued interest, if any, received from the purchaser of the 
Refunding Bonds at the time of sale and delivery of the Refunding Bonds 
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in one or more series. Any general funds of the City and any amounts 
transferred from the Escrow Funds under Section 504 hereof shall be 
used to pay the principal of and interest on the Refunding Bonds when 
due. The foregoing amounts shall be placed in the Refunding Bonds 
Debt Retirement Funds and held in trust by the Trustee, and so long as 
the principal of or interest on the Refunding Bonds shall remain unpaid, 
no moneys shall be withdrawn from the Refunding Bonds Debt 
Retirement Funds except to pay such principal and interest. Any 
amounts remaining in the Refunding Bonds Debt Retirement Funds after 
payment in full of the applicable series of Refunding Bonds shall be 
retained by the City to be used for any lawful purpose 


Section 503. Bond Issuance Fund. From the proceeds of the 
Refunding Bonds there shall be set aside in the one or more Refunding 
Bond Issuance Funds a sum sufficient to pay the costs of issuance of 
the Refunding Bonds. Moneys in the Bond Issuance Fund shall be used 
solely to pay expenses of issuance of the Refunding Bonds. Any 
amounts remaining in the Bond Issuance Fund after payment of 
issuance expenses shall be transferred to the Refunding Bonds Debt 
Retirement Fund 


Section 504. Escrow Fund. If the refunding of the Prior Bonds 
necessitates the establishment of one or more escrow funds 
(individually and collectively referred to as the “Escrow Fund’), then after 
making the deposits required by Sections 502 and 503, there shall be 
deposited from the remainder of the proceeds of the sale of the 
Refunding Bonds and any moneys transferred by the City at the time of 
delivery of the Refunding Bonds from the debt retirement funds for the 
Prior Bonds, into the Escrow Fund (which shall be maintained in cash or 
invested in direct obligations of or obligations guaranteed by the United 
States of America, not redeemable at the option of the issuer), an 
amount, as hereinafter described, sufficient to pay the principal of and 
interest on the Prior Bonds as they become due and, except as 
otherwise herein provided, shall be used only for such purposes. The 
Escrow Fund shall be irrevocably held by a qualified institution as 
determined by an Authorized Officer, as escrow trustee (the “Escrow 
Trustee’) in trust pursuant to an escrow deposit agreement between the 
City and the Escrow Trustee (the “Escrow Agreement”), which Escrow 
Agreement shall irrevocably direct the Escrow Trustee to take all 
necessary steps to pay the principal of and interest on the Prior Bonds 
when due and to provide for the City’s refunding of the Prior Bonds in 
whole or in part, as and when specified in the Escrow Agreement. The 
amounts, including the investments thereof, held in the Escrow Fund 
shall be such that the cash and investments and income received 
thereon will be sufficient, without any reinvestment, to pay the purchase 
price of the Prior Bonds as required by this Section. Any balance 
remaining in the Escrow Fund after payment in full of the purchase price 
of the Prior Bonds shall be transferred to the Refunding Bonds Debt 
Retirement Fund. 


The Escrow Trustee means and includes any company into 
which the Escrow Trustee may be merged or converted or with which it 
may be consolidated or any company resulting from any merger, 
conversion or consolidation to which it shall be a party or any company 
to which the Escrow Trustee may sell or transfer all or substantially all 
of its corporate trust business, provided such company shall be a trust 
company or bank which is qualified to be a successor to the Escrow 
Trustee as determined by an Authorized Officer, shall be authorized by 
law to perform all the duties imposed upon it by this Resolution, shall be 
the successor to the Escrow Trustee without the execution or filing of 
any paper or the performance of any further act, anything herein to the 
contrary notwithstanding 


The Council hereby authorizes each Authorized Officer to 
approve the form of and to execute the Escrow Agreement with the 
Escrow Trustee for and on behalf of the City 


Section 505. Investment of Monies in the Refunding Bonds 
Funds and Accounts. (a) An Authorized Officer shall direct the 
investment of monies on deposit in the funds and accounts established 
hereunder, and the Transfer Agent and the Escrow Trustee, upon written 
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direction or upon oral direction promptly confirmed in writing by an 
Authorized Officer, shall use its best efforts to invest monies on deposit 
in the funds and accounts in accordance with such direction 


() Monies on deposit in the funds and accounts 
established under this Article V may be invested in such investments 
and to the extent permitted by applicable law 


ARTICLE VI 
REFUNDING OF THE PRIOR BONDS 


Section 601. Method of Refunding. Each Authorized Officer is 
hereby authorized to effect the refunding of the outstanding Prior Bonds 
by means of taking the actions required pursuant tothe terms governing 
the Prior Bonds and the investment of funds prior to the refunding of the 
Prior Bonds. The refunding of the Prior Bonds may be accomplished 
using the proceeds of the Refunding Bonds, funds on hand of the City, 
or both, in the discretion of an Authorized Officer. 


Section 602. Authorization_of Actions in Connection with 
Refunding Each Authorized Officer is hereby authorized to (i) approve 
and deliver any and all notices, solicitations and disclosures (including 
but not limited to invitations to tender and related information 
statements), (ii) negotiate, execute and deliver any and all agreements, 
(ii) file any and all documents with state or federal agencies, (iv) seek 
any and all approvals and (v) take all other actions necessary or 
appropriate to accomplish the refunding of the Prior Bonds. 


ARTICLE VII 
DEFEASANCE 


Section 701. Defeasance. Refunding Bonds shall be deemed 
to be paid in full upon the deposit in trust of cash or direct obligations of, 
or obligations the principal of and interest on which are unconditionally 
guaranteed by, the United States of America, or any combination 
thereof, not redeemable at the option of the issuer thereof, the principal 
and interest payments upon which, without reinvestment thereof, will 
come due at such times and in such amounts, as to be fully sufficient to 
pay when due, the principal of such Refunding Bonds and interest to 
accrue thereon, as confirmed by a verification report prepared by an 
independent certified public accountant. Such cash and securities 
representing such obligations shall be deposited with a bank or trust 
company and held for the exclusive benefit of the Owners of such 
Refunding Bonds. After such deposit, such Refunding Bonds shall no 
longer be entitled tothe benefits of this Resolution (except for any rights 
of transfer or exchange of Refunding Bonds as therein or herein 
provided for) and shall be payable solely from the funds deposited for 
Such purpose and investment earnings, if any, thereon, and the lien of 
this Resolution for the benefit of such Refunding Bonds shall be 
discharged. 


ARTICLE Vill 
OTHER PROVISIONS OF GENERAL APPLICATION 


Section 801. Credit Enhancement. There is hereby 
authorized to be obtained a Municipal Bond Insurance Policy or other 
credit enhancement or a combination thereof to secure the payment of 
all or part of the Refunding Bonds, if, and provided that, it shall be 
determined by an Authorized Officer that such cost of such Municipal 
Bond Insurance Policy or other credit enhancement or a combination 
thereof is less than the interest rate savings therefrom or otherwise that 
it is in the best interest of the City. In the event a commitment for a 
Municipal Bond Insurance Policy is obtained or a commitment for other 
credit enhancement is obtained, each Authorized Officer is hereby 
authorized to approve the terms, perform such acts and execute such 
instruments that shall be required, necessary or desirable to effectuate 
the terms of such commitment and the transactions described therein 
and in this Resolution and the Sale Order provided that such terms are 
not materially adverse to the City. 
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Section 802. Approval_of Other Documents and Actions. 
Treasury Approval. The Authorized Officers and any other officers or 


employees of the City are hereby authorized and directed on behalf of 
the City to take any and all other actions, perform any and all acts and 
execute any and all documents that shall be required, necessary or 
desirable to implement this Resolution. The Refunding Bonds shall 
neither be sold nor issued unless and only so long as the issuance of 
the Refunding Bonds as provided herein shall have been authorized and 
approved in accordance with the applicable provisions of Act 34 and Act 
279, 


Each Authorized Officer is hereby authorized to do and 
perform any andall acts and things with respect tothe Refunding Bonds 
which are necessary and appropriate, consistent with this Resolution, 
including to pay the related fees, if any, to the Michigan Department of 
Treasury (the “Department’) at his or her discretion under Act 34 for an 
Order or Orders of Approval to issue all or a portion of the Refunding 
Bonds; to file applications with the Department for a waiver of the 
investment grade rating requirement; to enter into one or more dealer- 
manager agreements, remarketing agreements, indentures, letters of 
credit and reimbursement agreements, to seek such waivers or other 
Department approvals as necessary to implement the sale, delivery and 
security for the Refunding Bonds, and as required by the Department 
and Act 34; to pay any post-closing filing fees required by Act 34 to the 
Department or other specified agency, as a cost of issuance or from 
other legally available funds; to secure ratings by bond rating agencies, 
if cost effective; to negotiate and acquire a Municipal Bond Insurance 
Policy and/or other credit enhancement, if any, to further secure the 
Refunding Bonds or any portions thereof; to acquire an irrevocable 
surety bond to fulfill the City's obligation to fund any reserve account; 
and to incur and pay reasonable fees, costs and expenses incidental to 
the foregoing and other costs of issuance of the Refunding Bonds 
including, but not limited to fees and expenses of Bond Counsel, the 
Municipal Advisor, accountants and others, from Refunding Bond 
proceeds or other available funds, for and on behalf of the City. 


Section 803. Continuing Disclosure Undertaking If the 
Refunding Bonds are sold pursuant to a negotiated or public/competitive 


sale, or as otherwise required, the City shall enter into a continuing 
disclosure undertaking pursuant to Rule 15c2-12 promulgated by the 
Securities and Exchange Commission (the “Rule’) for the benefit of the 
holders and beneficial owners of the Refunding Bonds as to which the 
Rule is applicable, as more specifically set forth in Exhibit A hereto (the 
“Undertaking’); provided, however, that the terms of the Undertaking are 
sub ject to completion and modification prior to delivery of the Refunding 
Bonds to such extent as an Authorized Officer shall deem necessary to 
comply with law or market requirements of the Underwriters. Each 
Authorized Officer is hereby authorized to execute and deliver the 
Undertaking after completion and modification as provided in this 
Resolution and the Sale Order. 


Section 804. Delegation to Authorized Officers. (a) Prior tothe 
sale date or dates for the Refunding Bonds, an Authorized Officer may 
cause the preparation and approve the form and distribution of 
necessary City disclosure for any Preliminary Official Statement or 
Official Statement and other offering materials to be used in conjunction 
with the sale or offering of the Refunding Bonds, and an Authorized 
Officer may deem the City’s disclosure “final” for purposes of Rule 15c2- 
12 of the Securities and Exchange Commission 


(b) Pursuant tothe authority of Section 315(1)(d) of Act 
34, each Authorized Officer is hereby authorized to make the following 
determinations with respect to the Refunding Bonds within the 
parameters of this Resolution: (i) to determine the principal amounts of 
the Refunding Bonds to be issued on a fixed or variable interest rate 
basis and tax-exempt or taxable basis; (ii) to determine the interest rate 
provisions, tender and other requirements for Refunding Bonds issued 
on a variable rate basis; (iii) to negotiate the terms for the sale of the 
Refunding Bonds to the Underwriters or other purchasers; (iv) to cause 
the Preliminary Official Statement and the final Official Statement for the 
Refunding Bonds to be prepared and circulated; and (v) to take such 
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other actions and make such other determinations as may be necessary 
to accomplish the sale and delivery of the Refunding Bonds and the 
transactions contemplated by this Resolution, as shall be confirmed in 
the Sale Order. 


(c) Except as otherwise provided herein, all 
determinations and decisions of an Authorized Officer with respect to 
the issuance and sale of the Refunding Bonds as permitted or required 
by this Resolution shall be confirmed in a Sale Order or Sale Orders, 
and such confirmations shall constitute determinations that any 
conditions precedent to such determinations and decisions of any 
Authorized Officer have been fulfilled 


Section 805. Approving Legal Opinions with Respect to the 
Refunding Bonds. The sale of the Refunding Bonds shall be conditioned 


upon receiving, at the time of delivery, the approving opinion of Bond 
Counsel, approving legality of the Refunding Bonds and, with respect to 
Refunding Bonds determined by an Authorized Officer to be issued as 
Tax-Exempt Bonds, the exclusion from gross income of the interest paid 
thereon from federal and State income taxation only. 


Section 806. Method of Sale; Award. (a) The Refunding 
Bonds shall be sold at a negotiated sale described in subsection (b) 
below, or shall be sold at a public sale following the publication of an 
Official Notice of Sale as described in (c), below, all as shall be 
determined by an Authorized Officer to be in the best interests of the 
City based on the recommendation of Bond Counsel and the Municipal 
Advisor. 


(b) Negotiated Sale. As a result of the Refunding Bonds being 
issued for the purpose of refunding the Prior Bonds, and in order to 
optimize the interest rate savings from the issuance of the Refunding 
Bonds and in order to provide flexibility with respect to the sale date for 
the Refunding Bonds, the Refunding Bonds are authorized to be sold 
via a negotiated sale or private placement, based on recommendations 
of Bond Counsel and the Municipal Advisor 


(c) Public Sale. If an Authorized Officer, based on 
recommendations of Bond Counsel and the Municipal Advisor, 
determines that it is in the best interests of the City to sell the Refunding 
Bonds at a public sale, then each Authorized Officer is authorized and 
directed to fix the date of sale of the Refunding Bonds and to publish an 
Official Notice of Sale relating to the Refunding Bonds in substantially 
the form attached as Exhibit B (the “Official Notice of Sale”) in 
accordance with law, once in either The Bond Buyer or other newspaper 
of general circulation at least seven days prior to the date fixed for 
receipt of bids for the purchase of the Refunding Bonds. The Authorized 
Officers, and each of them individually, are hereby authorized to act for 
and on behalf of the City to receive bids for the purchase of the 
Refunding Bonds and to take all other steps necessary in connection 
with the sale, award and delivery thereof. 


Section 807. Delivery of Refunding Bonds. Subject to the 
provisions of the Sale Order, each Authorized Officer is hereby 


authorized to deliver the Refunding Bonds to the Underwriters upon 
receiving the purchase price therefor in lawful money of the United 
States 


Section 808. Official Statement. Each Authorized Officer is 
hereby authorized to execute the Official Statement or other offering 
materials with respect to the Refunding Bonds in the form approved by 
an Authorized Officer with such changes as an Authorized Officer may 
authorize. Such Official Statement or other offering materials to be used 
in conjunction with the sale or offering of the Refunding Bonds are 
hereby authorized to be printed and used by the Underwriters in 
connection with the sale of the Refunding Bonds to the public 
Circulation of the Preliminary Official Statement, if any, or other 
preliminary offering materials by the Underwriters is hereby approved 


Section 809. Appointment_of Bond Counsel, Municipal 
Advisor; Engagement of Cher Parties The appontment ofthe law ten 
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of Dykema Gossett PLLC of Lansing, Michigan, as Bond Counsel for the 
Refunding Bonds is hereby ratified and confirmed, notwithstanding the 
periodic representation by Dykema Gossett PLLC, in unrelated matters 
of other parties and potential parties to the issuance of the Refunding 
Bonds. The fees and expenses of Bond Counsel and other accumulated 
bond related fees and expenses shall be payable as a cost of issuance 
from proceeds of the Refunding Bonds or other available funds in 
accordance with the letter of such firm on file with the City. 


The appointment of Robert W. Baird & Co., Incorporated as 
Municipal Advisor for the Refunding Bonds is hereby ratified and 
confirmed. The fees and expenses of the Municipal Advisor and other 
accumulated bond related fees and expenses shall be payable as a cost 
of issuance from proceeds of the Refunding Bonds or other available 
funds in accordance with the letter of such firm on file with the City 


Each Authorized Officer is hereby authorized to engage other 
necessary professionals as he or she deems necessary and appropriate 
in connection with the sale, issuance and delivery of the Refunding 
Bonds and to pay the fees and expenses thereof from the proceeds of 
the Refunding Bonds or other available funds. 


Section 810. No Recourse Under Resolution. All covenants, 
agreements and obligations of the City contained in this Resolution shall 
be deemed to be the covenants, agreements and obligations of the City 
and not of any councilperson, member, officer or employee of the City 
in his or her individual capacity, and no recourse shall be had for the 
payment of the principal of or interest on the Refunding Bonds or for any 
claim based thereon or on this Resolution against any councilperson, 
member, officer or employee of the City or any person executing the 
Refunding Bonds in his or her official individual capacity 


Section 811. Severability. If any one or more sections, clauses 
or provisions of this Resolution shall be determined by a court of 
competent jurisdiction to be invalid or ineffective for any reason, such 
determination shall in no way affect the validity and effectiveness of the 
remaining sections, clauses and provisions hereof, 


Section 812. Cover Page, Table of Contents and Article and 
Section Headings. The cover page, table of contents and Article and 
Section headings hereof are solely for convenience of reference and do 


not constitute a part of this Resolution, andnone of them shall affect its 
meaning, construction or effect 


Section 813. Conflict, All resolutions or parts of resolutions or 
other proceedings of the City in conflict herewith shall be and the same 
hereby are repealed insofar as such conflict exists 


Section 814. Governing Law and Jurisdiction. This Resolution 
shall be governed by and construed in accordance with the laws of the 


State. 


Section 815. Resolution and Sale Order are a Contract. The 
provisions of this Resolution and the Sale Order shall constitute a 
contract between the City, the Bondholders and the Bond Insurer, if any. 


Section 816. Effective Date. This Resolution shall take effect 
immediately upon its adoption by the Council

WHEREAS, on January 31, 2020, the UnitOed States Department of 
Health and Human Services Secretary Alex Azar declared a public 
health emergency for COVID-19, 


WHEREAS, on or about March 10, 2020, Governor Gretchen Whitmer 
issued Executive Order 2020-04 declaring a State of Emergency for the 
State of Michigan; 


WHEREAS, on March 16, 2020, Mayor Andy Schor issued an Executive 
Order declaring a State of Emergency for the City of Lansing; 


WHEREAS, on March 13, 2020, Governor Gretchen Whitmer issued 
Executive Directive 2020-2 regarding public meetings of State of 
Michigan public bodies during the COVID-19 emergency; 


WHEREAS, Executive Directive 2020-2 addresses the Open Meetings

2. All public bodies of departments and agencies of the State subject 
to the OMA that must continue to meet must do so by means 
sufficient to enable meaningful access and communication for all 
participants. Participation by remote access technology, including 
conference calling, real-time streaming, or other platforms is 
acceptable, and sufficient to form a quorum, so long as public 
access and participation is preserved 


3. Public notice of the time and date of each meeting of a public body 
of a department or agency of the State subject to the OMA must be 
given in the manner required by the OMA, which includes 
publication of the notice on the public body's intemet website. The 
public notice must include sufficient information such that the 
public's right to address a meeting of the public body is preserved 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that during the declared state 
of the City emergency, the City Council hereby suspends Council Rule 
46 and will permit Participation by remote access technology, including 
conference calling, real-time streaming, or other platforms on action 
items at regular and special Council meetings; 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the official action taken at a Council 
meeting that includes a vote on an item for which a Councilmember 
participated by remote access technology will be binding on the Council 
and not subject to change, except as may be provided by parliamentary 
procedure;

ORDINANCES FOR PASSAGE 


PASSAGE OF ORDINANCE 


An Ordinance of the City of Lansing, Michigan, to amend the Lansing 
Codified Ordinances by amending Chapter 294 Section 294.02(d), to

WHEREAS, every April, the Office of Victims of Crime (OVC) helps lead 
communities throughout the country in their annual observances of 
National Crime Victims’ Rights Week (NCVRW) by promoting victims’ 
rights and remembering crime victims and those who advocate on their 
behalf. This year's NCVRWis held from April 19-25". This year's theme 
~Seek Justice. Ensures Victim's. Inspire Hope. This theme helps to raise 
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awareness about crime victims’ issues and rights and introduce the 
community to the important resources and services available. This 
matters to Lansing because, according to the most recent National 
Crime Victimization Survey from the Bureau of Justice Statistics, about 
3.3 million Americans age 12 or older were victims of violent crime; and 


WHEREAS, victimization and its aftermath may be one of the most 
difficult periods in a person's life—and victims’ families, friends, and 
communities often face their own challenges as well. Loved ones may 
struggle to understand what kind of support victims need, or even how 
to talk to them about what happened. Service professionals may be 
uncertain how their roles intersect with victims’ own sense of what justice 
looks like for them. Each crime victim's healing process will be different, 
but one step everyone can take is to learn what rights crime victims 
have. These rights will be best protected when all participants in the 
criminal justice process—and not only victims—are appropriately 
educated about victims’ rights; and 


WHEREAS, recovering from crime is a complex and deeply personal 
process for victims, but you can help ensure they have the support they 
need—and inspire them to hope for future progress and healing—by 
making education about victims’ rights a priority for yourself and your 
community. 


WHEREAS, victims who feel understood and supported are more likely 
to disclose their victimization, seek services and participate in the justice 
process. A multidisciplinary response, involving collaboration among 
vietim service professionals, criminal justice officials, legal professional,

Efforts are being made to 
ensure that all victims, regardless of their background or the crime 
committed against them, receive the support they deserve 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED THAT, the Lansing City

to victims of crime throughout the Nation and especially in the Lansing 
community. If victims are to trust that the system will work for them, we 
must meet them where they are —physically, culturally, and emotionally 
By serving victims, building trust, and restoring hope, the field can more 
effectively help victims as they rebuild their lives. While crime victims 
have legally protected rights, many different groups face significant 
barriers not only in accessing the resources they need and deserve, but 
also in reaching out and we must help bridge that gap.

WHEREAS, the City of Lansing (the City’), a municipal corporation of 
the State, has been duly created under the provisions of the Home Rule 
City Act, Act 279, Public Acts of Michigan, 1909, as amended (“Act 
279"), pursuant to which the City has the comprehensive home rule 
power conferred upon it by Act 279 and the Constitution of the State of 
Michigan (the “Constitution”), subject only to the limitations on the 
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exercise of that power contained in the Constitution, by statute of the 
State of Michigan (the “State’), or by provisions of the Charter; 


WHEREAS, the City determines that it is in the City’s best interest to 
borrow an amount for each series of notes not to exceed that set forth 
in paragraph 6 of Exhibit A and to issue its Tax Anticipation Notes (the 
“Notes") payable from the City’s ad valorem real and personal property 
taxes to be received by it, including delinquent taxes receivable by the 
City from the Ingham County delinquent tax revolving fund and from the 
Eaton County delinquent tax revolving fund (collectively the “Operating 
Taxes’), in order to pay for certain operating expenditures; 


WHEREAS, the Revised Municipal Finance Act, Act 34, Public Acts 
of Michigan, 2001, as amended (“Act 34”), provides that the City may 
borrow money to pay for operating expenditures (as defined in Act 
34) and issue its notes therefor: (i) in its current fiscal year ending 
June 30, 2020, in anticipation of the collection of Operating Taxes 
for the next succeeding fiscal year beginning July 1, 2020; (ii) in its 
fiscal year ending June 30, 2021, in anticipation of the collection of 
Operating Taxes to be collected in its fiscal year ending June 30, 
2021; and/or (iii) in its fiscal year ending June 30, 2021, in 
anticipation of the collection of Operating Taxes for the next 
succeeding fiscal year beginning July 1, 2021, and pledge for the 
payment of principal of and interest on such Notes its Operating 
Taxes, which Notes shall be full faith and credit obligations of the 
City: 


WHEREAS, Act 34 authorizes the City’s borrowing of money in 
anticipation of the collection of the Operating Taxes for the above- 
described purposes in a principal amount not to exceed 50% of the 
operating tax levy for the then current fiscal year, or if the operating 
tax levy for the next succeeding fiscal year is determined, then 50% 
of the levy for such next succeeding fiscal year: 


WHEREAS, if the Notes are issued to pay operating expenses of the 
City, the principal amount of the Notes shall not exceed 75% of the 
amount of the Operating Taxes as provided for in the budget of the 
current fiscal year and that remain to be collected at the time this 
Resolution is passed. If this Resolution is passed before the day upon 
which taxes for the year become due and payable, the principal amount 
of the municipal security shall not exceed 50% of the tax levy made for 
debt service or operating expenditures, respectively, for the preceding 
fiscal year.

WHEREAS, the currently outstanding aggregate principal amount of 
notes which the City has previously issued in anticipation of the 
collection of the Operating Taxes for the next succeeding fiscal years, 
if any, are set forth in paragraphs 3 and 4 of Exhibit A 


WHEREAS, the City may need to borrow, in one or more series of 
Notes, an amount not to exceed that set forth in paragraph 6 of Exhibit 
A for each series of Notes to pay operating expenditures for fiscal 
years ending June 30, 2020, June 30, 2021, and June 30, 2022 the 
total amount for each series of Notes may not be more than 50% of 
the operating tax levy for its then current fiscal year, or if the operating 
tax levy for the next succeeding fiscal year is determined, 50% of the 
levy for such next succeeding fiscal year; 


WHEREAS, Act 34 permits the City to authorize an Authorized Officer 
(defined below) to sell and deliver and receive payment for obligations, 
and to make certain determinations concerning the terms of the Notes 
and the procedures necessary to complete the transactions 
authorized; 
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WHEREAS, the City Council of the City of Lansing (the “Council") 
wishes to authorize the determination of the method of sale of the 
Notes, which sale will be by either (a) negotiated sale to one or more 
underwriters, (b) competitive sale, or (c) private placement with a 
designated purchaser including, but not limited to, the Michigan 
Finance Authority (the “Authority’); 


WHEREAS, if the Notes are sold pursuant to a negotiated or 
competitive sale, the Council authorizes the submission of disclosure 
information in connection with the distribution of one or more 
preliminary official statements (together with any supplements thereto, 
each a ‘Preliminary Official Statement”) and final official statements 
(together with any supplements thereto, each an “Official Statement") 
in connection with the offering for sale of a certain series or all of the 
Notes; 


WHEREAS, if the Notes are sold pursuant to a negotiated or 
competitive sale, it will be required, as a condition precedent to the 
purchase of the Notes, that the City agree to provide continuing 
disclosure as required by Section (b)(5) of Rule 15¢2-12 promulgated 
by the Securities and Exchange Commission under the Securities and 
Exchange Act of 1934, as amended; 


WHEREAS, if the Notes are sold pursuant to a private placement, the 
City expects to receive a commitment letter or other offer to purchase 
(collectively, the “Commitment") from a bank, underwriter, other 
financial institution, or the Authority (the "Purchaser’) setting forth the 
terms upon which the Purchaser will either: (i) purchase Notes directly 
from the City; or (ii) purchase from the Authority a tax anticipation note 
or notes (the “Authority Notes”), pursuant to a conduit financing 
whereby the City will issue its Notes to the Authority as security for the 
Authority Notes issued to the Purchaser; 


WHEREAS, the Notes may be issued as federally taxable or tax- 
exempt notes pursuant to the requirements of the Intemal Revenue 
Code of 1986, as amended (the “Code’), in reliance on the advice of 
the City's Municipal Advisor and the City’s Bond Counsel, each as 
appointed and defined below; and 


WHEREAS, the City must obtain prior approval for the issuance of the 
Notes from the Michigan Department of Treasury (“Treasury”) pursuant 
to Act 34 and obtain any and all necessary waivers and/or exemptions. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY THAT: 


ARTICLE! 
PROVISIONS RELATED TO THE SALE OF THE NOTES 


Section 101 Subject to any express parameters 
contained in this Resolution, the City hereby authorizes the Mayor, the 
City Clerk, and the Chief Strategy and Financial Officer (serving as the 
Finance Director) of the City (each an “Authorized Officer’), or any one 
of such Authorized Officers, tonegotiate, approve and accept the terms 
of the Commitment 


Section 102 Pursuant to Act 34, the City may borrow, 
in one or more series of Notes, for the above-described purposes an 
amount not to exceed the principal amount set forth in paragraph 6 of 
Exhibit A for each series of Notes or such portion thereof as Treasury 
may approve if prior approval is necessary, with the final amount of each 
of the Notes to be determined by an Authorized Officer prior to the sale 
of the Notes, and shall issue its Notes therefor in anticipation of the 
collection of the Operating Taxes 


Section 103 The Notes may be structured so that the 
aggregate purchase price of the Notes is received on their date of 
delivery, or they may be structured as drawdown Notes such that interest 
accrues only on the portion of the proceeds drawn and received by the 
City. The aggregate principal amount of each series of Notes shall not 
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exceed that set forth in paragraph 6 of Exhibit A, shall bear interest on 
the amount currently outstanding at the fixed or variable rate or rates as 
determined upon sale of the Notes or as set forth in the Commitment, but 
not to exceed the maximum rate permitted by law, shall be dated the date 
of delivery, and shall be due and payable on a date as mutually agreed 
by the City, the Purchaser and/or the Authority in the Commitment or as 
determined by an Authorized Officer at the time of sale of the Notes (the 
“Maturity Date”). The Notes shall be payable in lawful money ofthe United 
States of America at a bank or trust company in the State qualified to act 
as paying agent as shall be designated by the Purchaser and/or the 
Authority or as designated by an Authorized Officer. The Notes shall be 
in the denomination of $1,000 or multiples or combinations thereof. or 
$5,000 or multiples or combinations thereof. The Notes shall be subject 
to redemption as determined by an Authorized Officer. The Notes shall 
be designated as the City's “Tax Anticipation Notes,” followed by a series 
designation containing the year of issuance and an appropriate letter, as 
determined by an Authorized Officer or her or his designee, whomay vary 
the foregoing designations as may be necessary or appropriate 


Section 104 As applicable, the City hereby irrevocably 
covenants and pledges to levy its ad valorem real and personal property 
taxes in its next succeeding fiscal year beginning July 1, 2020 after 
issuance of the Notes so that the Operating Taxes will be in an amount 
not less than the amount set forth in paragraphs 2b of Exhibit A, and 
hereby appropriates a sufficient amount of the Operating Taxes to repay 
the principal of and interest on the Notes. From the first collections of 
the Operating Taxes, there shall be set aside, in a special account to be 
used for the payment of principal of and interest on the Notes, a portion 
of each dollar collected that is not less than 125% of the percentage that 
the principal amount of the Notes bears to the amount of the Operating 
Taxes until the amount set aside is sufficient for such payment 


Section 105 The City hereby irrevocably covenants to 
levy, and pledges for the payment of the Notes, ad valorem real and 
personal property taxes in each fiscal year while the Notes are 
Outstanding so that the Operating Taxes will be sufficient to pay, when 
due, the principal of and interest on the Notes. The City hereby 
appropriates a sufficient amount of the Operating Taxes to pay, when 
due, the principal of and interest on the Notes. Furthermore, the City 
hereby covenants to comply with the set-aide requirements of Act 34 
Accordingly, to the extent that the City has issued Notes in anticipation 
of Operating Taxes to be collected in a respective fiscal year, the City 
shall set aside, in a special account to be used for the payment of 
principal of and interest on the Notes, a portion of each dollar collected 
in that fiscal year that is not less than 125% of the percentage that the 
principal amount of the Notes bears to the amount of the Operating 
Taxes for such respective fiscal year until the amount set aside is 
sufficient for such payment 


Section 106 The full faith and credit of the City is 
hereby irrevocably pledged for payment of principal of and interest on 
the Notes and in case of the insufficiency of the Operating Taxes, the 
City shall pay the Notes from any funds legally available therefor. The 
foregoing full faith and credit pledge is subject to any applicable 
constitution, statutory, and charter limitations. The City reserves the right 
toissue additional notes of equal standing as to the pledge of Operating 
Taxes, subject to the limitations provided by law, and, if applicable, by a 
purchase contract between the Authority and the City with respect to the 
Notes (the “Purchase Contract”) and by the Commitment. The City also 
hereby irrevocably pledges all funds payable to it from the Ingham 
County Treasurer and the Eaton County Treasurer from such County's 
delinquent tax revolving fund created pursuant to the General Property 
Tax Act, being Act 206, Public Acts of Michigan, 1893, as amended (the 
“Delinquent Taxes”), which shall be transferred immediately upon 
receipt by the City in the event of the insufficiency of non-homestead 
property taxes to pay the principal of and interest on the Notes and the 
expenses of the Purchaser related thereto. 


Section 107 Moneys to pay the principal of and 
interest on the Notes when due shall be set aside in a separate account 
in installments (the “Installment” or “Installments") on such payment 
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dates (the "Payment Date” or "Payment Dates"), if any, as determined 
by an Authorized Officer. 


Section 108 The Notes shall be executed in the name 
of the City by the Mayor and City Clerk, and the seal of the City shall be 
impressed or imprinted on the Notes. After the Notes have been 
executed and authenticated the Notes shall be delivered to the 
Purchaser or the Authority, as applicable, upon the receipt of the 
purchase price therefor. 


Section 109 Any Authorized Officer or his/her 
designee is authorized to select a method of sale of the Notes pursuant 
to a competitive or negotiated sale, or a direct placement with a 
designated purchaser, as shall be determined to be in the best interest 
of the City and not in conflict with the limitations set forth in this 
Resolution. An Authorized Officer or her or his designee is hereby 
authorized to approve the specific interest rate to be bore by the Notes 
(but not exceeding the maximum rate permitted by law), the purchase 
price of the Notes (but not less than the price set forth in paragraph 7 of 
Exhibit_A), a guaranteed investment agreement or other permitted 
investment, if applicable, in accordance with State law for funds paid to 
the depository of the Installments, direct deposits(s) of Operating Taxes, 
if required by the Purchaser, and other terms and conditions relating to 
the Notes and the sale thereof. Subject to any express parameters 
contained in this Resolution, an Authorized Officer or her or his designee 
is hereby further authorized to: (i) approve and execute any agreements 
or documents creating and granting a lien on the pledged Operating 
Taxes and the pledged Delinquent Taxes as security for the payment of 
the principal of and interest on the Notes and otherwise specifying the 
relative priorities (such as parity, senior or subordinate) of any liens or 
security interests authorized by this Resolution with respect to the Notes; 
and (ii) negotiate, approve and execute any additional agreements, 
instruments or other documents which are deemed necessary by the 
Authorized Officer, in order to satisfy any terms and conditions set forth 
by the Purchaser.

D Subject to any express parameters 
contained in this Resolution, each Authorized Officer or her or 
his designees hereby authorized to approve and execute any 
agreements or documents creating and granting a lien on the 
pledged Operating Taxes as security for the payment of the 
principal of andinterest on the Notes and otherwise specifying 
the relative priorities (such as parity, senior or subordinate) of

Section 304 The representation of the City by 
Dykema Gossett, PLLC as note counsel ("Note Counsel”) is hereby 
approved.

Section 305, The City hereby appoints Robert W. 
Baird & Co., Incorporated to act as municipal advisor with reference to 
the issuance of the Notes authorized by this Resolution 


Section 306 The City reserves the right to issue 
additional notes or other obligations of equal standing with the Notes as 
to the Operating Taxes and the full faith and credit pledge of the City. 


Section 307 Each Authorized Officer and other 
officers, administrators, agents and attomeys of the City are authorized 
and directed to execute and deliver all other agreements, documents 
and cettificates and to take all other actions necessary to complete the 
issuance and delivery of the Notes in accordance with this Resolution, 
including without limitation any certificates relating to federal or State

In accordance withthe State Uniform Budget and Accounting Act (Public 
Act 2 of 1968), the City of Lansing’s annual appropriations, as set forth 
in the annual budget resolution, shall be made in accordance with 
Generally Accepted Accounting Principles (GAAP) and shall apply to all 
funds except internal service funds, debt service funds, permanent 
funds, and trust and agency funds. 


The City’s fiscal year is July 1 through June 30. In accordance with the 
City Charter, on or before the fourth Monday in March, the Mayor 
submits to the City Council a proposed operating budget for the fiscal 
year commencing the following July 1. No later than the third Monday in 
May, the Council adopts the budget and sets the property tax rates for 
the ensuing fiscal year.

Appropriations are set forth in the annual budget resolution. Authority to 
transfer between appropriations is dictated by City Charter; however, 
additional administrative budget transfer authority is granted for the 
following instances.

All non-capital balances 
require City Council approval to carryforward, except for encumbered 
(purchase order) obligations less than $5,000 and not more than 8 
months old, 


* Human Services and Community Supported Agencies Fundin 
The plan for funding Agencies submitted to Council designate 
particular Agencies. If any agency does not apply for or use their 
funding, all funds will remain in their respective account(s) for 
additional appropriation and approval by Council for Human 
Services and Community Supported Agencies use pursuant to the 
Charter transfer authority. The Administration/Human Relations 
Community Services Department is requested to submit to Council 
a quarterly report on the status of the Human Services and 
Community Supported Agencies’ funding. This report should include 
the accounting level detail appropriation; amount spent, balance, 
and a notation as to whether the balance of funds is expected to be

General Fund Reserve Policy 
The City's General Fund reserves consist of the General Fund balance 


and the Budget Stabilization Fund. Use of and contributions to the 
Budget Stabilization Fund are dictated by Ordinance section 218.05. 


The targeted unrestricted balance for the combination of the General 
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Fund balance and the Budget Stabilization Fund is a minimum of 12% 
of General Fund expenditures and a maximum of 15% of General Fund 
expenditures. Except when projected revenues (excluding transfers) are 
projected to decrease more than 0% in a given year, if events 
necessitate that the combined balances drop below 12% of General 
Fund expenditures, annual appropriations of a minimum of $500,000 will 
be made until the 12% target is reached. In the event that combined 
reserves are projected to exceed 15% of General Fund revenues, the 
excess amount will be used to supplement pension and/or retiree 
healthcare prefunding 


Debt Management 
Appropriations are made to adequately fund annual debt service

Investment Policy 
Management of cash investments is governed by the City’s investment 


policy and in accordance to State statute, with the objective being the 
maximization of return on the City's governmental funds through pooling 
of funds where appropriate and permitted, monitoring of interest rates 
and fee structures. Investments of the Employee Retirement System, 
the Police and Fire Retirement System, and the VEBA, are governed 
those respective boards and dictated by their respective investment 
policies. 


Strategic Planning and Budget Development 


in working toward the goal of the incorporation of strategic planning into 
the budget process, this next year, Administration is encouraged to work 
towards developing a multi-year budgeting process. This process should 
align the City’s master plan, strategic goals, and performance metrics to 
short-term and long-term budget priority-setting by Council in 
accordance with Financial Health Team recommendations 


Civil Actions, Claims, and Damages 


Whenever a claim is made or any civil action is commenced against the 
Mayor, a City Council member, a non-bargaining unit employee, or a 
Lansing retirement board trustee (collectively in this provision “the 
Employee") for damages caused by an act or acts of the Employee 
within the scope of his or her authority and while in the course of his or 
her employment with the City or his or her duties on behalf of the 
retirement board, the City will pay for, engage, or furnish the services of 
an attorney to advise the Employee as to the claim and to appear for 
and represent the Employees in the action. If the City Attomey does not 
provide the attomey services, the attorney selection shall be made by 
the City Attorney in the manner the City Charter requires. The City may 
compromise, settle, and pay a claim before or after the commencement 
of any civil action. Whenever any judgment for damages caused by the 
act or acts of the Employee covered under this provision is awarded 
against the Employee as the result of a civil action, the City will indemnify 
the Employee or will pay, settle, or compromise the judgment. The City’s 
obligations under this provision, however, is contingent upon the 
Employee giving prompt notice of the commencement of the action and 
upon the Employee cooperating in the preparation, defense, and 
settlement of the action. The term “scope of authority” under this 
provision does not include any act or acts of Employee (i) fraud, (ii) 
dishonesty, (iii) willful, intentional, or deliberate violation of the law or 
breach of fiduciary duty, (iv) criminal act, or (v) traffic violation; nor does 
this provision abrogate or diminish governmental immunity. 


Grants 
In order to receive timely Council consideration of the approval of any 
grant award, every application for any grant requiring legislative 
approval shall be submitted to Council, and, upon notification of the 
award of such a grant, the acceptance shall be submitted to Council 
Once accepted administrative authority is granted to create necessary 
accounts and transfers in accordance with the requirements of the 
grantor. Any grant that can be applied for administratively should be 
submitted for Council review within 10 days of the application. 
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Transparency and Accountability in Government 
Council will review, and when necessary, pass policies, procedures and

Public Service is encouraged to develop a strategy and program to

The City of Lansing is concerned about its environment and strives to

RESOLUTION TO DECLARE RACISM AS A PUBLIC HEALTH 
CRISIS 
IN THE CITY OF LANSING 


WHEREAS, race is a social construct with no biologic basis; and 


WHEREAS, racism is a social system with multiple dimensions, 
including individual racism, which is internalized or interpersonal; and 


WHEREAS, systemic racism, which is institutional or structural, is a 
system of structuring opportunity and assigning value based on the 
social interpretation of how one looks; and 


WHEREAS, systemic racism unfairly disadvantages some individuals 
and communities, unfairly advantages other individuals and 
communities, and depletes the strength of the whole society through the 
waste of human resources; and 


WHEREAS, racism is rooted in the foundation of America. From the time 
chattel slavery began in the 1600s, to the Jim Crow era, declaration of 
the war on drugs that eventually led to the mass incarceration of Black 
people, racism has remained a presence in American society while 
subjecting Black and brown people to hardships and disadvantages in 
every aspect of life; and 


WHEREAS, racism, including unconscious and conscious bias, causes 
persistent racial discrimination in Criminal Justice, Social Capital, Voter 
Suppression, Education, Transportation, Employment, Food Access, 
Mental Health and Health Behaviors, Socioeconomic Status, 
Environmental Exposure, Access to Health Services, Housing, and 
Public Safety; and 


WHEREAS, historical racism in Michigan has impacted Black and brown 
Michiganders including Lansing residents. For example, discriminatory 
housing practices in the 20th century, known as redlining, along with the 
construction of |-496 expressway and discriminatory housing covenants 
contributed to the segregation of the Black community in the City of 
Lansing, Black citizens across the state of Michigan have been limited 
to areas with restricted access to healthy foods, clean water, and other 
essential resources, in addition to being subjected to a disproportionate 
amount of convenience and liquor stores, leading to a variety of other 
health issues, including reduced life expectancy, higher rates of infant 
and maternal mortality, and higher rates of lead poisoning; and 
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WHEREAS, older adults and people of any age who have serious 
underlying medical conditions are at higher risk for severe illness from 
COVID-19, Black people have higher incidence of chronic illnesses than 
other races causing them to die from COVID-19 at 3.8 times the rate of 
white people. In Ingham County, Black people make up 12 percent of 
the population, yet they account for 28 percent of confirmed COVID-19 
cases; and 


WHEREAS, Black people are disproportionately suffering in part due to 
longstanding, unaddressed health disparities as well as systemic racism 
and other socioeconomic inequities. Indicators of health disparities 
include Black infant mortality, which is 12.9% compared to White infant 
mortality at 6.4%; prevalence of diabetes, which is 17.5% for Black 
residents compared to 7.7% for White residents; and 20% of Black 
residents state that they lack access to health care; and 


WHEREAS, there is clear data to illustrate that racism negatively 
impacts the lives of Black and brown people in our community. The 
current COVID-19 crisis and ongoing protests against police brutality 
have helped to highlight now, more than ever, that racism, not race, 
causes disparities for Black and brown Americans; and 


WHEREAS, the privileges that other Americans experience inhibit them 
from fully understanding how racism impacts Black and brown people in 
America - for example the performance of simple tasks like driving while 
Black, walking/unning in neighborhoods, wearing a hoodie, going tothe 
store, eating ice cream in your own home, or just going to a park all 
come with certain risk not experienced by others. Concemed parents 
prepare their Black youth at an early age by having “The Talk” with their 
children in order to attempt to protect them; and 


WHEREAS, the American Public Health Association, National 
Association of County and City Health Officials, and the American 
Academy of Pediatrics have declared racism as a public health crisis, 
this Council believes that now is the time todothe same. The disparities 
caused by racism that we have outlined in this resolution represent a 
public health crisis which affects us all; and 


WHEREAS, we as a governmental body have a responsibility to ensure 
an optimal quality of life for all of our Black and brown Lansing residents 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Lansing City Council 
supports the Ingham County Board of Commissioners’ declaration of 
racism as a public health crisis in the County of Ingham. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Lansing City Council issues a 
call to action to address the root causes of racism that affect all members 
of our society on a local (urban and rural), state, and national level and 
demands action from all levels of government and society 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that Lansing City Council is committing 
its full attention to improving the quality of life and health of our Black 
and brown residents 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Lansing City Council will 
establish a standing committee on Equity, Diversity, and Inclusion to 
establish relevant policies that improve health in the Black and brown 
communities, support local, state, and federal initiatives that advance 
social justice and racial equality, and continue the work which began in 
2013 through the City Council's Ad-Hoc Committee on Diversity and 
Inclusion 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that Committee on Equity, Diversity, and 
Inclusion will assess our current and proposed laws (ordinances and 
health regulations) and our policies, as well as their implementation, to 
promote health for Black and brown residents of the City of Lansing 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Committee on Equity, Diversity, 
and Inclusion will assess internal policies and procedures to ensure 
racial equity is a core element in all organizational practices 
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BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that Committee on Equity, Diversity, and 
Inclusion in addition to being open to the public, will report back through 
the Committee of Whole on the status of its work on not less than a 
quarterly basis

A RESOLUTION TO AUTHORIZE 

* Up to $1,500,000 of installment purchase financing for fire trucks, 
equipment, and associated costs of issuance 

* Mayor, City Clerk, and Chief Strategy and Financial Officer 
(Serving as the Finance Director) of the City to negotiate financing 


WHEREAS, the City of Lansing (the “City") determines it to be 
necessary for the public health, safety and welfare of the City and its 
residents and employees to acquire a 75 foot ladder truck necessary for 
the preservation of the health, safety, and welfare of the City's residents 
(the ‘Property’) at a total estimated cost of not-to-exceed $1,500,000, 
including associated costs of issuance; and 


WHEREAS, under the provisions of Act 99, Public Acts of Michigan, 
1933, as amended ("Act 99°), the City Council of the City (“City Council”) 
is authorized to enter into any contracts or agreements for the purchase 
of real or personal property for public purposes, to be paid for in 
installments over a period not to exceed 15 years and not to exceed the 
useful life of the property acquired, as determined by resolution of the 
City Council; 


WHEREAS, the outstanding balance of all purchases authorized under 
Act 99, exclusive of interest, shall not exceed 1.25% of the taxable value 
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of the real and personal property in the City at the date of the contract 
of agreement; and 


WHEREAS, the City Council wishes to authorize the Mayor, City Clerk, 
and Chief Strategy and Financial Officer (Serving as the Finance 
Director) of the City (each an “Authorized Officer’) to negotiate the 
installment purchase financing of the Property without the necessity of 
the City Council taking further action 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED THAT: 


1. _ Each Authorized Officer is hereby authorized to negotiate one 
or more installment purchase agreements or contracts with the sellers 
of the Property and a bank or other financial institution, in substantially 
the form as he or she shall, in consultation with counsel, determine to 
be appropriate. Principal payable pursuant to the installment purchase 
agreements or contracts shall be payable over a period to be determined 
by an Authorized Officer but in any event not to exceed 15 years or the 
useful life of the Property, whichever is less, as set forth in Section 2 of 
this Resolution. The net interest cost payable under the installment 
purchase agreements or contracts shall not exceed 5.00% per annum, 
and the aggregate principal amount to be paid by the City under the 
installment purchase agreements or contracts, including associated 
costs of issuance, shall not exceed $1,500,000. 


2. The useful life of a 75 foot ladder truck is hereby determined 
to be not less than 15 years. The acquisition of the Property and the 
approval of the installment purchase agreements or contracts hereby 
are found and declared to be for a valid public purpose and in the best 
interest of the health and welfare of the residents of the City. 


3. The City hereby agrees to include in its budget for each year 
a sum which will be sufficient to pay the principal of and the interest 
coming due under the installment purchase agreements or contracts 
before each following fiscal year. In addition, the City hereby pledges to 
levy, if necessary, ad valorem taxes on all taxable property in the City 
each year in an amount necessary to make its debt service payments 
under the installment purchase agreements or contracts, subject to 
applicable constitutional, statutory and charter tax rate limitations. 


4. Each Authorized Officer is hereby directed and authorized to 
execute and deliver the installment purchase agreements or contracts 
in final form, and to execute and deliver such additional documentation 
as shall be necessary to effectuate the closing contemplated by the 
installment purchase agreements or contracts and the assignment 
thereof, including requisition certificates (if provided by the form of 
installment purchase agreement or contract) providing payment to the 
sellers of the Property upon delivery of any portion of the Property or for 
reimbursement of previously appropriated or advanced costs. 


5. Each Authorized Officer is hereby authorized to make all 
administrative transfers necessary to implement this resolution, 
including current fiscal year debt service account, and to establish 
appropriate construction and financing accounts. 


6. The City covenants that, to the extent permitted by law, the 
City shall take all actions within its control necessary to maintain the 
exclusion of the interest component of the payments due under the 
installment purchase agreements or contracts from adjusted gross 
income for general federal income tax purposes under the Intemal 
Revenue Code of 1986, as amended (the “Intemal Revenue Code") 
including but not limited to, actions relating to the rebate of arbitrage 
earings, if applicable 


7. The City hereby makes the following declaration of intent for 
the purpose of complying with the reimbursement rules of Treas. Reg. § 
1.150-2 pursuant to the Intemal Revenue Code: 


(a) The City reasonably expects to reimburse itself with 
proceeds of debt to be incurred by the City for the expenditures 
made to pay certain costs associated with the Property which were 
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or will be paid subsequent to sixty (60) days prior to the date hereof 
from the general funds or capital fund of the City. 


() As of the date hereof, the maximum principal 
amount of debt expected to be issued for reimbursement purposes, 
including reimbursement of debt issuance costs, is $1,500,000, 
which debt may be issued in one or more series and/or together 
with debt for other purposes. 


(c) A reimbursement allocation of the expenditures 
described in paragraph (a) above with the proceeds of the 
borrowing described herein will occur not later than 18 months after 
the later of (i) the date on which the expenditure is paid, or (ii) the 
date the Property is placed in service or abandoned, but in no event 
more than three (3) years after the original expenditure is paid. A 
reimbursement allocation is an allocation in writing that evidences 
the City's use of the proceeds of the debt to be issued for the 
Property to reimburse the City for a capital expenditure made 
pursuant to this Resolution 


(d) The expenditures for the Property are “capital 
expenditures” as defined in Treas. Reg. § 1.150-1(b), which are 
any costs of a type which are properly chargeable to a capital 
account (or would be so chargeable with a proper election or with 
the application of the definition of “placed in service” under Treas 
Reg. § 1.150-2(c)) under general Federal income tax principles (as 
determined at the time the expenditure is paid) 


(e) No proceeds of the borrowing paid to the City in 
reimbursement pursuant to this Resolution will be used in a manner 
described in Treas. Reg. § 1.150-2(h) with respect to abusive uses 
of such proceeds, including, but not limited to, using funds 
corresponding to the proceeds of the borrowing in a manner that 
results in the creation of replacement proceeds (within Treas. Reg. 
§ 1.148-1) within one year of the reimbursement allocation 
described in (c) above 


8 The City hereby requests that Dykema Gossett, PLLC 
continue to serve the City as bond counsel for this financing, 
notwithstanding the potential concurrent representaion of any other 
participant in the financing in matters not related to this financing. The 
City recognizes that Dykema Gossett, PLLC has represented, from time 
to time, and currently represents, various banks, financial institutions, 
underwriters, contractors, vendors, and other potential participants in 
this financing for matters not related to this financing. The City hereby 
requests that Robert W. Baird & Co. Incorporated continue to serve the 
City as Municipal Advisor for this financing 


9. Each Authorized Officer is hereby authorized to retain a 
financial consultant to assist the City in preparation and planning for this 
financing 


10. In the event that an Authorized Officer is not available to 
undertake responsibilities delegated to her under this resolution, then 
the Chief Operating Officer or other officer of the City designated by an 
Authorized Officer or Chief Operating Officer is authorized to take such 
actions. Each Authorized Officer or Chief Operating Officer are hereby 
severally authorized to execute and deliver the installment purchase 
agreements or contracts in final form. The officers, administrators,

WHEREAS, in accordance with the City of Lansing’s Citizen 
Participation Plan (CPP) if there are any minor or substantial changes 
to the Consolidated Flan/Annual Action Plan, the City of Lansing needs 
to make amendments and resubmit the plan; and 


WHEREAS, there is a coronavirus pandemic impacting the world, 
resulting in loss of lives, jobs, businesses, housing, impacting the 
homeless, etc.; and 


WHEREAS, in efforts to relieve some of the losses, the federal 
government has introduced the Coronavirus Aid, Relief and Economic 
Security Act (CARES) to prevent, prepare for and respond to the 
coronavirus pandemic (COVID19); and 


WHEREAS, the City of Lansing will receive funds in the amount of 
$1,203,250 for CDBG-CV to assist small businesses, provide technical 
assistance to businesses/microenterprises and homelessness 
prevention for persons 51%-80% of AMI of those impacted by the 
coronavirus and $608,455 in ESG-CV to assist the homeless or those 
receiving homeless assistance and homelessness prevention activities

THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 

Section 1. That Section 890.01 of the Lansing Code of 
Ordinances of the City of Lansing is hereby amended as follows: 
890.01. - Adoption 
Pursuant to MCL 211.7u, as amended, the City hereby adopts the 
following guidelines for the City Assessor and Board of Reviewto 
implement poverty exemptions for property that qualifies under MCL 
211.7dd as a principal residence from taxation. The guidelines shall 
include, but not be limited to, the specific income and asset levels of 
the claimant and all persons residing in the household of the claimant 
including the contributions of other parties to support the claimant-aad 
including any property tax-credit returns filedin-the current-or 
immediately preceding year. 

To be eligible for a poverty exemption from such taxation, a person 
shall meet all of the following on an annual basis:

(c) Produce a valid driver's license or other form of identification if 
requested; 

(d) Produce a deed, land contract or other evidence of ownership of

WHEREAS, the Act refers to the governmental entity responsible for 
overseeingthe stages through which a property on which the taxes have 
not been paid must pass before the property is sold as the foreclosing 
governmental unit; and 


WHEREAS, pursuant to a concurring resolution of the County Board of 
Commissioners, the Treasurer of Ingham, (hereinafter referred to as the 
“Treasurer’), is the foreclosing governmental unit under the Act with 
authority to take all actions, judicial or otherwise, required under the Act 
in order to sell property on which the taxes have not been paid in Ingham 
County; and 


WHEREAS, pursuant to the Act fee simple title to a property on which 
the Treasurer has foreclosed vest in the Treasurer effective on the 
March 31% immediately succeeding the hearing for uncontested cases 
or 10 days after the conclusion of the hearing for contested cases; and 


WHEREAS, the Act prescribes how the Treasurer is to dispose of 
property obtained by foreclosure; and 


WHEREAS, the Act requires that the Treasurer give a list tothe Clerk of 
the City of Lansing which list shall contain all the property in that city on 
which the Treasurer has foreclosed that has not been sold prior to 
December 1* of the year in which it is foreclosed upon; and 


WHEREAS, unless the City of Lansing objects in writing, the Act 
requires the Treasurer to transfer to that city fee simple title to the
